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Speaking at assembly Wednes- 
day on "America and Russia in 
Ajja" Dr. No-Yong Park, author 
and lecturer, said, "There will 
never be peace and unity in 
China or in the world as long 
as the world is split between the 
two rival camps of communism 
and democracy, each seeking to 
win the world to their side." 

Or. Park, who haa taught the 
aubject of far Eastern problems 
at a number of American uni- 
versities, believes it is important 
for Americana to understand the 
situation in China. "In the pant 
vou forgot China and paid for 
H at Pearl Harbor. It could hap- 
pen again," he said. 

The national government of 
China has been pictured as a 
corrupt and inefficient dictator- 
ship controlled by conservatives, 
reactionaries, fascist* and power- 
ful landlords, he said. In his 
visit to China, he stated that he 
found this not to be the truth. 

"I had a lot of nerve so I 
talked personally with the lead- 
er of the party in control and 
learned that he did not own a 
bit of land. He was u radical 
rather than a conservative, anx- 
ious for reform and progress," 
Dr. <P*rk aald. 

Considering what it has to 
work with, the government is 
very efficient, according to 
Park. He compared the job which 
the government hat to do with 
that of Sr 1 co ok who must prepare 
a meal in an empty kitchen. 

"Whenever' China has been 
strong enough to unite herself, 
some foreign power has inter- 
vened and prevented" it," Dr. 
Park stated. After the surrender 
«f Japan, Russia prevented na- 
tionalist troops from entering 
Manchuria until the communists 
yere entrenched and their lines 
. of communication established.

The reference to Uncle Jim 
was believed to indicate revenge 
as the motto in daubing of the 
bust.

A copy of i 
Manhattan newspaper was found 
lying beside the sttttue. But no 
evidence of the Brannum-Allen- 
McCrndy dispute was evident on 
the paint covered likeness of 
Bill Harris.

Montgomery Says 
U. S. Must Accept

"The Marshall Plan can be a 
sound economic investment from 
which we can realize substantial 
returns if we accept European 
ftoods in -payment," declared 
Prof. George Montgomery, head 
of the Department of Economics 
and Sociology as he spoke on 
"The Marshall Plan — Russia 
and the United Suites in Eur- 
ope" In Recreation Center Tues- 
day. The lecture was the ei K hth 
In a series on Russia sponsored 
by the Institute of Citizenship. 
U. S. at Fault 
The plan for Euorpcan recov- 
ery is not a program to stop 
Russia, but an economic Invest- 
ment," snid Montgomery. "Much 

of our difficulty in Europe to- 
day lies in the mistakes of Uni- 
ted States and (irent Britain 
rather than simple aggression of 
!:i]x;'ia." 

Montgomery staled that Rus- 
siu opposed to the Marshall 
plan because economic chaos fits 
into the Russian scheme. "The 
tendency of the people of the 
United Slates to think of the 
Mm- ball plan solely as n relief 
program is holding back the suc- 
cess «if the plan. 

Production — Not Dollars 

Montgomery went on to say 
that the success of the Marshall 
Plan rests on re-establishing 
production in Europe and estab- 
lishing overseas market* In p»y- 
for raw materials. "This 
will be difficult because uT the 
scarcity of food, machinery, 
transportation, equipment and 
technical leadership in western 
Europe. These, are the tilings the 
Mai shall Plan should supply — 
not just dollars as some people 
think."

Sessions will be in the De- 
partment of State Conference 
rooms. The Executive Commlt- 
teen Committee of the National 
Commission met Monday. At 
noon today, the opening day of 
the Conference, the Commis- 
sion will be received by Presi- 
dent Truman at the White 
House. 

The Commission of 100 
members, Including representa- 
tives of 60 national organiza- 
tions, will receive reports on 
the UNESCO program for 1948. 
as approved by the delegates 
from 37 member nations at the 
General Conference in Mexico 
In November. Members also 3 
will discuss methods of carry . 
Ing out this program with In- 
dividuals, agencies and organ- 
izations^ the United^ States . 

President Elsenhower will 
open the meeting with an ad- 
dress on the growing import- 
ance of the role of national 
commissions to UNESCO. , 
Dr. Howard Wilson, associate 
director of the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International 
Peace, will conduct a panel dis- 
cussion assessing results of the 
recent General Conference. 
Members of this panel will be 
asked to give views on Items to 
the program contributing most 
directly to the establishment 
of permanent peace. 

Dr. Oeorge D. Stoddard, 
president of the University of 
Illinois, now at UNESCO House 
in Paris, is scheduled to return 
in tune to make a report on the 
results of the meeting of the 
Executive Board to which he 
was elected in Mexico.

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Courtship Lecture 
Launches K State 
Marriage Series 

. Students, faculty mem- 
ber* and * towtmpeople in- 
terested in successful mar- 
riage crowded the Auditor- 
ium Monday night to hear 
Dr. Robert Foster, director 
of the Family Life Institute 
of the Merrill-Palmer In- 
stitute, Detroit launch the 
Courtship and Marriage 
public lecture series with 
hi» address on courtship. 

Dr. Feater, now on Sabbatical 
leave from Merrill- Palmer, is 
teaching at Kanaaa University. 

"The most important cause of 
divorce." Dr, Foster quipped at 
the outset of his lecture, "is mar- 
riage." Top authorities differ 
widely, he stated, on whether 
money, children, sex relation- 
ships, or the wife working out- 
aide the home cause marriage 
difficulties. He cited several in- 
stance* in which educational 
and economic differences and 
maladjusted physical relation- 
ships were harmful to marriage. 

"Thousands of dollars are 
spent each year lor progress in 
science against each nickel spent 
for the improvement Of human 
relations," Foster pointed out. 
Marry Now 
Many people inquire, Foster 
asserted, whether it is wise to 
marry in inflationary times, such 
as the present. "The world has 
always been at the brink of a 
precipice. Provided both, mem- 
bers are physically and emotion- 
ally mature, a couple may as 
well marry now as . later," he 
advised "Some risk is involved 
-\\any marriage," he added. 

according to Foster, 
a better criterion tor 
than happiness. Suc- 
r*ught about when a 
couple meets the goals it at- 
tempts to attain In marriage. A 
Hing-raage plan should always 
tie outlined* -ety *iiy. COUple*T:on- 
lempletinc marriage, he said, 
successful Mairtage 
„lt. a person planning marriage 
had parents who were success- 
fully married, had a well-ad- 
justed childhood, had frank sex 
education, and can participate 
in social, religious, and civic ac- 
tivities, he can be reasonably as- 
aured of success in marriage, 
Foster concluded. He listed sev- 
eral aspects of wise selection of 
a marriage partner. "Correct 
cWe of the individual you will 
marry can be facillated by try- 
ing out a succession of different 
people in dating-. Do not many 
the first person who comes along, ' 
be admonished, "but do not try 
to find The Perfect Mate either 
—that person Just does not 
exist." 

Go Tegether a Year 
\ ' CQurtship for at least a year. 
Foster said, is a sufficient length 
of time to make sure of a prob- 
able marriage partner. He ad- 
vised against marrying anyone In 
less than a year after first dat- 
ing' that person. Marrying at too 
young an age and marrying some- 
one outside one's own religious, 
social, educational and economic 
group is risky, he added. 

If a person marries outside lue 
own religion or nationality, he 
must be "bis; enough" to 
leap added hurdles in the path 
0/ - his marriage, Foster main- 
tained. Differences can lead to 
disruption of marriage if stressed 
and not understood properly.

A, M. arid 
Ph, D. degrees from th» Uni- 
versity of Illinois. He did post- 
eradiuite study at Johns Hopkins 
and Cambridge Universities. 

The graduate dean served as 
secretary and editor of the Ame- 
rican Microscopical Society from 
1031 to 1945, the same years he 
was dean of the graduate school. 
He also has been president of 
three scientific organizations, 
Kansas Academy of Science, the 
American Microscopical Sncietv 
and the American Society of 
Parasitologists. 

The dean is author or co- 
author of more than 100 scientific 
articles. 

He became chairman of the_ 
Graduate Council in 1923 and 
dean of the graduate school in 
1931. More than 1,400 advanced 
degrees were conferred by the 
College while he was head of 
grnriuate study. During his near-

These are busy days for profs 
in' room 9 of the zoology depart- 
ment over in Fairchild hall. 

Dr. D. I. Amecl, Professor H. 
T. Qttr, and instructor Otto 
(|>.iTiemeier, are cutting spart 170 
1 \ < eoyotea and removing their stom- 
achs and other abdominal vis- 
cera. Ttiev are doing this to 
find nut what coyotes' eat. 

Why - do these three men want 
to know what coyotes cut. you 
askr There's an answer for 
that, but since it involves a* 
much zoology at a five hour 
course In the subject, it is bet- 
ter skipped here. Go see the 
profs, 

Aisembl* Line Autop.jr 

Anyway, they've got these 
170 dead wild dogs and they 
are performing a mass assem- 
bly line autopsy on them. In 
describing his work, one of tho 
prors said, "We're snowad under 
with coyotes, people keep send- 
ing them to us from all over the 
state. First they came from Ft. 
Riley, then Garden City, and 
Dodge CM?. Wnjr, we even got 
one from St. George." 

The zoology proT said he lik- 
ed the job of t liking out a coy- 
ote's insides. but added. "It 
guts to do this kind of 



Even though the exact purpose 
of removing the coyote's In- 
sides is more or less a mystery, 
some results h»vj? hten oberv- 
ed; (1) Only a very small per- 
centage of coyotes eat ehlck- 
Jens. (2) The* do eat field mice, 
rabbits, and sontotimes small 
pigs. (3) They are Increasing 
in numbers over this area (espe- 
cially Ip room nine, and in the 



ash cans around the building.) 

Whether a coyote carcass, 
minus the stomach and other 
things, can be used for any 
worthwhile (moneymaking, na- 
turally) purpose is debatable. 
Stronf Meat 

The meat of the animal is not 
suitable for the dinner table be- 
cause of an extremely strong 
tastp. 

That eliminates the idea of 
setting up a campus butcher 
rhop, but what about the fur 
cost trade or the glue manufac- 
turing bustners. 

Here might be the opportunity 
many a student has been await- 
ing, a spare time project by 
which he can beat the high cost 
of living. 

The making of glue mi^ht be 
the best bet here, since few co- 
eds can afford even a coyote 
fur coat. 

F.iichild Glue Factory 

The glue factory could be es- 
tablished in a spare room in 
Fairchild. A readv market for 
the glue would be the Kedxie 
Hall Journalist*. They would 
need all this glue for pasting up 
their scrapbooks. Gallons of glue 
are used each month on these 
scrapbooks, and it seems only 
just that the market should be 
cornered hy somebody here at 
K-SUte.

Lire now nm -\\v un- 
der control, Dr. Morris Fish- 
bcin, national';' inown medical 
authoiitv, told. a srowd of more 
than '.!,o U) people who attended 
the rccund marriage rerlea lec- 
ture here Tuwijiy eve nine'. 

■*A normal aex* life," Dr. Fish- 
beln explained, "occurs when 
both partners derive satisfaction 
from sex relation ships, Neither 
partner should abuse the phvs'- 
cal capacities of his body. Skill 
and good form should be used 
in the lexual' arpeets of marri- 
age. Successful human, sex re- 
ignorance and^rutaifly parallel 
that of the animals." 

Prc-Marilal Emm 
Often attempts to console the 
physic*! a?pctts of marriage 
with psvchological aspects is 
difficult, Ft?)] uein pointed out. 
A competent " physician should 
make a thorough study of all the 
sex organs of both parlies hc- 
foie marriage, he advised. If 
physical handicaps go undiscov- 
ered until after marriage, se- 
vere mental disturbances can 
result. M.inv divorces can be 
pi evented if medical advice and 
treatment is given before mar- 
riage, he added. 

Divorce Once Wicked 
Before 1909 no one discussed 
the physical aspects of marriage, 
Fi:;hbein said. Divorce was con- 
sidered wicked. Married people 
who were sexually maladjusted 
remained together because of 
social pressure.- The causes of 
their maladjustment was sel- 
dom exposed and their problem 
was not solved. Now, with one 
marriage in three ending in di- 
vorce, it is important that so- 
lutions to sexual problems - be 
found. 

"Very little venereal disease 
is transmitted bv extra-sexual 
means," Dr. Fishbein declared. 
Nearly 3 percent of the Amer- 
ican people have syphillis, and 
moft of it is transmitted by 
sicxual iutereour-e, "Svphillis is 
now controllable and can he 
made rare in this country. It is 
nothing short of folly to avoid 
euro of the direase by modern 
means," he added. 

Personal hygiene in marriage 
is of paramount importance, 
Fishbein brought out.

Doctor Explains 
Cancer Dangers 
in Assembly Talk 

"Cancer ranks second as the 
most lie'iucnt cause of death," 
said Dr. Robert E. Stowell in 
assembly Tuesday. "Ill one year 
cancer causes the death of 165,- 
000 persons, with one person 
dying of it every three mintes." 

Dr. Stowell i,; an assistant pro- 
fessor ot pjthology at Washing- 
ton University, St. ff.ouis. Ke 
spoke on "Recent Trends in Can- 
cer Research. 

Dr. Stowell compared cancer 
to the weed a in grass. Once the 
weeds get started it is hard 
-to" get 'lid ' Of tiicm. Likewise, 
most cancer can be slopped if 
caught early enough, 

"Cancer is the growth of wild 
tissue in which any part of the 
hotly can be its site," he said, 
"Today it has been found that 
many animals have the tumorous 
growth. By experiments and 
treatment of animals, successful 
cures can bo found to help hu- 
mans." 

"Cancer Is a very broad sub- 
ject, thus one should know about 
natural growth of tissues in order 
to understand cancer," he point- 
ed out. "In the United States 
there "are three medral journals 
on cancer, and over one hundred 
articles written on cancer and 
cancer research." , 

"There is a tendency in this 
country to use specialized men 
to work on the cancer problem 
— physicists, chemists, and patho- 
logists," enumerated the doctor. 
"Our largest single group of 
specialists work at the National 
Cancer Institute in Maryland. 
In most hcspitals there are one 
or two individual workers. 

"You, as future leaders of 
America will see your elders die 
from cancer. For during the time 
f have talked to you, 12 people 
have died. However, during your 
lifetime, you will have the op- 
portunity to assist in cutting 
down cancer mortality. Above 
all, some of you will gain suf- 
ficient knowledge to help in can- 
cer research." ha concluded. 



U. S. REPLACES 
JAPAN AS FOE 
OF RUSSIANS 

"We Have been able to keep 
a rugged peace with Russia since 
our Republic was born. Shou'd 
not we view our relations with 
Russia quite normal even when 
the goinfi is rough?" said 'Prof. 
Fred Parrish, head or the history 
department. In an address Tues- 
day in Recreation Center. 

The lecture was the ninth In a 
series of lectures on Russia spon- 
sored by the Institute of Citizen- 
ship. 

"We arc to expect that the 
United Stales and Russia will 
continue to have frictions in the 
Far East as a matter or course," 
said Professor Parrish, "The Sov- 
iet Union and the United States 
are the two growing powers of 
the Far East. 

"To hold only the views that 
Russia In the Far East is a prob- 
lem to the United States is not 
the whole story. Americans are 
a problem to the Russians, to the 
Koreans, to the Japanese and to 
the Chinese," said Professor 
Parrish.

Oldtimers can tell of the time 25 K. LI. 
painters got their heads shaved by the 
local pep club. Some may recite other out- 
growths of the intra-state rivalry. But 
never before has such a steady swish of 
rival paint brushes been heard on the two 
campuses. 

Some say the splattering of the statues 
of K.U.'s Jimmy Green and K-State's Bill 
Harris were home-town jobs. No proof has 
been offered to substantiate these beliefs, 
nor have any disproved this theory. The 
best guess seems to be that the paintings 
were part local talent and part the work 
of the rival school. 

Now we've pinned the blame on both 
schools. But we haven't solved the pro- 
blem. 

We do have our Peace Pact. For mu luted 
in 1931 by the student governing bodies, 
of Kansas University and Kansas State 
College, the Peace Pact has weathered 
many storms by paint brush wieldcrs. But 
the latest attacks covered it so deeply 
with paint that it appears students no long- 
er can read it. The present pact in theory 
is good, but is entirely too ineffective. 

The K. U. and K-State student council 
tried to do something about the situation 
when they met in Manhattan lust October. 
The governing groups, meeting jointly, re- 
vised certain portions of the present Pact 
But other revisions are necessary. 

It is true that it seldom can be deter, force if it was set up 
mined which group of students does the 
painting.

Veteran Wildcat track coach 
Ward Haylett will take his luck- 
less thinclads to Kansas City 
tomorrow for the Big Seven in- 
door track meet in the Municipal 
Auditorium. From all indications 
the meet should be one of the 
most interesting and successful 
events in its 20- year history. 

Last vear more than R,0uo per- 
sons watched the Missouri Tigers 
annex the championship. Reeves 
Peters, assistant secretary of the 
conference and manager of the 
meet, expects even a larger turn- 
out than last year. 

Coach Haylett plans to take a 
full squad to the meet, but pre- 
vious conference matches this 
season have shown the Wildcats 
to be woefully weak in nearly all 
departments. 

Pre-meet predictions have se- 
lected the Missouri Tigers to re- 
peat last year's performance and 
take the- meet. Ed Quirk, defend- 
ing ahotput champion, is now do- 
ing better than 52 feet per heave. 
Quirk holds the meet record with" 
a previous toss of SI feet 1 inch. 
Wildcat shot put artist Roll in Pra- 
ther recently took honors against 
Nebraska with a heave of 51 feet 
Vz inch. 

The Missouri mile relay ap- 
parently has no match in the con- 
ference. It was clocked at 3:23.7 
against the Wildcats, as compared 
with the Big Seven meet record 
of 3:26.9. Tiger hurdle ace Bud 
Gartiser will find little competi- 
tion in the league in that bracket. 
His 1 1 7,-1 registered in the high 
hurdles last Saturday at Colum- 
bia is a tenth of a second better 
than the record which his team- 
mate set at Kansas City last year, 
and his :06.9 is the lows, also 
against the Wildcats, equals the 
meet record. Nebraska's Berkshire 
has also done :06.9, but he has 
beaten in competition this 
year by Gartiser.

1946-47 Expenses Princess Chosen 
Up Two Million 
over Year More 



Operating expenses for the 
College were up nearly two 
million dollars In the 1946-47 
fiscal year from the 
year, according to 
Milton S. Elsenhower's 
financial report to the 
of Regents. 

Total summer, fall 
spring net enrollments for 
1946-47 were 7,814 compared 
to 5.052 for the previous year. 

Just released, the report is 
for the year July 1, 1948. to 
June 30. 1947. Total 
for 1947 were $5,609,000 
pared to $3,743,000 for 
the report showed. 

Skyrocketing prices and in- 
creased enrollments occounted 
for the added expenses, Pres- 
ident Elsenhower explained. 

Labor and material short- 
ages prevented construction of 
the Field House and Student 
Union, President Elsenhower 
said. Construction of the Field 
house and a women's dormi- 
tory will be started this year. 
11,050.000 for Field House 

In March, 1944. $750,000 was 
appropriated for the Field 
House. Later the legislature 
added $300,000 for Increased 
building costs. 

Faculty and administrative 
salaries were major expanse 
items both years. But the per- 
centage of the College dollar 
going for these costs was down 
to 42.3 percent In 1947 com- 
pared to 47 percent the pre- 
vious year. 

State appropriations for 1947 
were only 30.1 percent of the 
money spent. The remainder 
came from these sources: stu- 
dent fees. Interest and revenue 
from sales and services, 41 
percent: Federal funds, 14.7 
percent; self-supporting activ- 
ities, 14.2 percent. 

The 57.7 percent of the dol- 
lar remaining, after 42.3 per- 
cent for faculty and adminis- 
trative salaries was spent for: 
equipment, land, livestock, 
books and Improvements. 6.3 
percent; supplies and mater- 
ials. 12 6: u till ties, rent, repairs, 
transportation, printing and 
unclassified. 20.2 percent: de-

Electricity Bill 

Electric heaters, toasters and 
electric roasters are responsible 
for the $920 electricity bill 
handed Campus Courts for Jan- 
uary, according to A. Thorton 
Edwards, housing director. The 
average monthly electricity bill 
at the housing area Is $500, and 
the $920 bill represents a $400 
loss to the college, Edwards told 
Campus Courts residents. 

Upon moving Into a trailer, 
the occupant signs a form stat- 
ing that electricity will be used 
only for lighting. "Toasters, 
rdalos and Irons are permissi- 
ble," said Edwards, "but elec- 
tric heaters are definitely not 
to be used." 

"As far as we can discover, 
there Is nothing wrong with 
the electric meter or the wiring 
at Campus Courts, and the $400 
loss must be recovered some- 
how," stated the housing di- 
rector. 

Many of the trailer occupants 
expressed a belief that it would 
be impossible for an area the 
size of Campus Courts to use 
$920 worth of electricity In one 
month. Student residents have 
turned settlement of the mat- 
ter over to the governing body 
at the housing area. 

A suggestion from the hous- 
ing office that the loss be re- 
covered by adding four dollars 
to the rent of each trailer this 
month met with strong disap- 
proval by many of the resi- 
dents. It was decided that fur- 
ther Investigation of the matter 
will be necessary before any 
steps are taken toward repay- 
ing the loss. 

A recent experiment conduct: 
ed by the housing office showed 
that two* trailers -la -the west 
trailer court were drawing 28 
amperes of current each at B 
a. m. The meters were Install- 
ed without notifying the occu- 
pants In order to obtain an ac- 
curate check.

A direct wire, leased from the 
telephone company, spans the 
distance between the playing 
floor and station WTBW, The 
game Is broadcast in the same 
manner as If It were going di- 
rectly on the air but Instead It 
Is sent by wire to Topeka where 
It Is taken off the wire and put 
on tape recording. The record- 
ing is played back later and 
this accounts for the delayed 
description of the game. 

When dealing with sports 
broadcasts and delayed record- 
ings, the second question arises. 
Why Is It that the basketball 
games are not broadcast di- 
rect? 

To enable a direct broadcast 
of basketball games station 
WIBW would have to cancel 
commercial commitments while 
the broadcast was In progress 

Another difficulty In broad- 
casting games direct through 
KSAC's faculties Is the fact 
that FCC regulations force 
KSAC to reduce its power out- 
put from 5000 watts to 500 
watts after sunset to avoid in* 
terf erring with other stations.

"The recently Increased sub- 
sistence rate for veterans and 
the fact that there will only be 
one summer session have prob- 
ably Influenced more students 
to take summer work," Dean 
Pugsley said. 

The polls, taken by classes In 
Public Information Methods, 
show that total enrollment this 
year Is expected to be around 
2,000 as compared to 2,400 stu- 
dents who attended lasT year.

Results from the American Red Cross fund 
drive, now In the second leg of a four-week 
campaign, have been encouraging, drive chair- 
men have announced.

Aid was given to 95,600 persons at a total 
coat of $5,372,100. Aid to families In the Texas 
City disaster last spring alone cost the Red Cross 
$1,300,000. 

More than two million veteran cases, filing 
for claims, counseling and other assistance, were 
handled by the Red Cross last year; war vet- 
erans and their families received $46,442,000 in 
financial aid. Loans and grants through chap- 
ters to servicemen and their families totaled 
$6,502,382; through field directors $3,778,100. 

For civilian medical use, the Red Cross dis- 
tributed 1,468,215 packages of its war surplus 
plasma to combat measles, and 171,237 units of 
immune serum globulin were distributed without 
charge for the products. More than $1,200,000 
was spent in research on blood derivatives. 

The Red Cross definition of a disaster Is a 
castrophe affecting five or more families, but 
you don't have to be a victim of a disaster 
to be helped by the Red Cross. If there is a 
need, the Red Cross is ready to help anyone. 

Coming closer to home, we find that during 
the past year the Red Cross has handled 866 
cases right here at Kansas State. It has loaned 
$10,299 to KSC students in need of financial 
assistance and more than $9,000 of this has been 
to veteran students.

Engineer Show 

Jet power, the newest and one 
of the most efficent sources of 
energy known to the engineer- 
ing world, will be the keynote 
of trte mechanical engineering 
department, display at tffc En- 
gineer's Open House March 19 
and 20, according to on Vick- 
crs, chairman of the exhibit.

CARDWELL SAYS 
RUSSIAN SCIENCE 
IS EXCELLENT 

"Anyone attempting to belit- 
tle Russians place in the world 
of science makes himself utterlv 
ridiculous," Dr. A. B. Card well, 
head of the physics department, 
said Tuesday. "Even those of us 
who are in no way sympathetic 
with the Communist system must 
be honest and admit that Ituysia 
1ms capable and productive set 
enlists." 

Dr. Cardwell spoke at l>- 
tenth in the series of 11 lectures 
on Russia and the United Slates 
presented by the Institute of Cit- 
izenship. 

"In spite of the lack of thor- 
oughly reliable information, it 

must be acknowledged thai Rus- 
sia toduy has some of the be 

trained scientists in the world. 
Contributions of Russian scient- 
ist- i'i .til field* n>o impi ..'sive 
Dr. Cardwell said. 
Will Ruaaian Science Flouraiu? 

An Important question about 
Russian science to the United 
States and the rest of the world, 
according to Doctor Cardwell is: 

Under the. Russian system 
will science - continue lo flour- 
ish and become inor" nriduelive 
and vigorous, or will the seic 
lific efforts of its potential sci 
cnti-.* he ali.'b- 17 

To answer this question. Doc- 
tor Cardwell pointed out, non- 
Russians should know about the 
present educational systini which 
will produce the Russian scient- 
ist of tomorrow. They should al- 
so understand the system and 
conditions under which scient- 
ists work in Russia, be added. 

Ruitian Scientific Skill Grift I 

Emphasizing Russia's scienti- 
fic skill and accomplishment*. 
Dr. Cardwell pointed out three 
things: 

1, She designed nnd produced 
70 percent of all the war ' 
plcments and weapons which 
rhe effectively used during the 
last wiir. 

2, She has expanded and 
strengthened her industrial em- 
pire and built up an entire) 
n*w and vast one in the rec :

Psychological, ^idj'ustmcnts in 
marriage must be made when 
a man and woman decide to live 
together as a result of psycb 
epical attraction, Dr. Karl Men- 
ninger declared in a lecture to 
Kansas Slate students Monday 
night. Doctor Menninger, head 
of the Menninger Psychiatric 
Foundation and Winter Gener- 
al Hospital, Topeka, was fouj' 
in the College courtship and 
marriage lecture series. 

"Divorces," * Dr. Menninger 
told his audience, "are the re- 
sult of an unendurable amount 
of frustration iti family rela- 
tions,'" Wives of men in our so- 
ciety are considerably frustiat- 
ed, he sjfd. "Boys are frustrat- 
ed by their mothers,. ■ In turn 
they frustrate their" wives. Moth- 
ers frustrate th-ir children. This 
goes on in a vicious circle. The 
result is, he summarised, that 
marriages are too often unhap- 
py." 

Offer- Solution 

The solution Menninger of- 
fered to the vicious circle is the 
greater use of work and pljy 
for digression of aggressive im- 
pulses. . 

Too many men are dependent 
on their mothers, Menninger 
-aid. "Mothers should make 
their offspring learn to figure 
out thejj^ urpblema. . £px 
.-elves." he advised. 

"An executive woman 
makes an excellent wife for a 
passive man. A domineering hus- 
band who was dominaii-il l,y bis 
aether needs a wife with ' 
clastic personality," the psychi- 
atrist admonished. 

Advice Resisted 

Education for marriage is of- 
ten conducted against resist- 
ance, Doctor Menninger brought 
out. "It is hard to accept the 
truth if it differs from our pre- 
judices. Students avoid studying 
l.niik.i i K:il bv .-.ulliors who di- 
agrte with their line of thinn- 
ing." 

Doctor Menninger answered 
questions from members of his 
audienc. 1 after his lecture. To, 
one question he answered Ih 
children of unhappily married 
parents can often find happi- 
ness In marriage themselves. 
"Unhappiness in marriage is 
not hereditary," he pointed out. 

He replied to another ques- 
tion that reading popular fie- 
tion in magazine* has no effeel 
on a married union. Asked i 
definition ot love, he answered 
thai "love is more than respect 
— it is a positive mutual at- 
traction."

According to Flunk Myers, 
2800 tickets wire distributed to 
the etUllent bony. The ticket of- 
tice clostd two hours and twen- 
ty minutes ufU'i- ^iles began. It 
in a mathematical impoisibility 
lor over 1500 people to have pur- 
chased tickets in this amount of 
time. The fact that blocks of 
tickets amounting to sixty and 
seventy tickets were sold is com- 
mon knowledge. Is this the way 
the Athletic Department carries 
uut its promise that each stu- 
di'tit wanting a ticket to the 
game would be taken care of? 

Another thing worthy of your 
attention is the fact thiit reser- 
vations for blocks of tickets-were 
taken as early a:-; Saturday morn- 
ing.

H 
ported the budget for the Rus- 
sian army Is 70 per cent, while 
that for the United States Is 
only 29 per cent. 

In addition, he pointed out 
that in Russia atomic research 
does not go under the military 
heading, but under education. 
"For her 1948 education bud- 
get, Russia will not Improve or 
build one school, but all of her 
appropriations under education 
will go to atomic research. In 
Russia, a tremendous arma- 
ment has been carried out. and 
this armament Is not for peace," 
he warned. 

"We are making the same 
mistake today as we did before 
World War n when we Ignored 
Hitler's Meln Kampf. for Stal- 
in has never hesitated to an- 
nounce and carry out his 
plans," Otto declared. 

World Has Awakened 
However, Otto pointed out 
that against the threat in the 
past years the world has awak- 
ened. The Marshall Plan has 
eliminated the communists in 
eastern Europe. To offset the 
dangers. Otto suggested that by 
starting a fifth column in Rus- 
sia, by realizing what tremen-

This is the first "Messiah" 
under the direction of Leaven- 
good. Another chorus, the 
Manhattan Choral Union, pre- 
sented the "Messiah" at the 
College in 1942 and 1943. 

The Manhattan Civic Chorus 
was organized in tht fall of 
1947 under LeavengoocTs direc- 
tion, and is composed of both 
College students and towns- 
people. 

The "Messiah" is considered 
the most successful of George 
Frederick* Handel's oratorios. 
It was composed during a 24- 
day period. When Handel had 
completed the "Hallelujah" 
chorus, which concludes Part 
II, a servant entering the room, 
found him at his desk, tears 
streaming from his eyes. "I 
did think I did see all Heaven 
before me. and the great God 
Himself!" Handel exclaimed. 

The first performance of the 
"Messiah" was in Dublin. Ire- 
land, on April 13. 1742. The 
first performance in London 
was at Covent Garden on 
March 23. 1743. It was at this 
performance that the whole 
audience. Including King 
George II. was so affected by 
the tremendous "Hallelujah" 
that they rose as one and re- 
mained standing until the end 
of the chorus. This custom 
has continued to the present 
day wherever the "Messiah" Is 
performed in England and Am-

Chimney to Go, Says 
Board of Regents 

The 92 ¥i foot brick chimney 
west of Mathematics Hall, is 
to be torn down. R. F. Olng- 
rlch, superintendent of build- 
ing and repair, said yesterday. 

The bricks have been falling 
from the chimney through the 
roofs of surrounding buildings 
and the chimney itself has been 
gradually leaning during the 
tost 10 years. 

Approved by the Board of 
Regents at the suggestion of 
President Elsenhower, the pro- 
ject will be done either by the 
building and repair depart- 
ment or by a commercial 
wrecking firm. Gingrich says 
that the chimney will not be 
toppled but will be taken down 
from the top. 

The chimney, built of soft - 
bricks and with a limestone 
base, was constructed in 1893- 
4. it was used by the old pow- 
er plant until 1928 when the 
new building, housing the 
power plant and the building 
and repair department, was 
constructed. Since 1920, the 
chimney has not

KANSAS CITY, March 15— The confet- 
ti flew like snow Hakes in a winter snow 
storm outside the Kansas City Municipal 
Auditorium here tonight as wildly cheer- 
ing Wildcat fans poured onto the street 
following the 43-34 victory over the Okla- 
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It Can Happen Here 

It has finally happened. A three-time 
traffic violator has been "suspended in- 
definitely" from the College. Speculation 
has been prevelant on the campus as to 
whether the administration would "stick 
to their guns" and really expel someone 
ofter a third offense. They proved to the 
many "doubting Thomases," (we were 
among them) that the new regulations 
weren't Just an empty threat- 
Being able to make a rule like that and 
then to make it stick when an actual 
case comes up is commendable— but ex- 
pulsion from school seems a pretty tough 
rap for parking in the wrong place. 

The stringent parking regulations were 
put into effect this fall after the influx 
of car-driving students had all but made 
the campus drives a solid mass of parked 
vehicles. The narrow streets and solidly 
parked cars made it almost impossible 
for city busses to get through at times. 
In case of a fire there was a possibility 
that fire apparatus would be unable to 
get to a fire on time.. 

The new rules weren't just somebody's 
brainstorm. Several plans were tried but 
proved ineffective. The possibility of 
fining violators by city police was con- 
sidered. At Lawrence, city police assess 
fines for campus traffic violations but 
this wouldn't work here because we 
aren't in the city limits. 

The plan finally adopted, provided that 
students would be eiven a written warn- 
ing after the first offense, would be per- 
sonally reprimanded by their dean and 
nlaced on probation after the second of- 
fense and a third violation would mean 
expulsion. 

Faculty members are to be reprimand- 
ed after the first offense, placed on pro- 
bation after the second given * six-day 
vacation without pay after the third and 
a fourth violation is to mean permanent 
suspension. 

These rules were in effect five months 
before someone (a student) felt the r full 
force It is still a matter of speculat ion 
whether the rules will be as i rigidly en- 
forced if and when a - faculty member 
turns up with four traffic tickets.

Contrary to advanced publicity notices, 
Harold Howey went into the contest at 
the start, and although not a high scorer, 
he displayed a good floor game. 

At a pre-game pep rally in the main 
lobby of the Kansas City Union station, 
about 10,000 K-State fans yelled and 
demonstrated wild joy over the club that 
has brought basketball fame to Kansas 
State. 

In the cafes and taverns of downtown 
Kansas City after the contest, Staters 
took over. They swarmed from the audi- 
torium like students from classrooms at 
the close of an exam, and poured into 
cars, trams, and busses. Staters who had 
brought their own cars to Kansas City 
shot up and down Kansas City's brightly 
lighted streets honking horns continually 
and yelling Wildcat cheers. 

Shortly before the game had ended, the 
announcer on the public address system 
warned "guests" of the twenty-five mile 
an hour night speed limit. The way cars 
swarmed about the streets after the con- 
test, it appeared as if no one had heard 
the warning. 

Th game was witnessed by the largest 
crowd — nearly 9500 persons — ever to see 
a single basketball game in Kansas City. 
Staters were in the huge majority, but a 
few Oklahoma A & M partisans kept 
hopes high until the final minutes. 

Twelve radio stations — a new record 
for the auditorium— broadcast the game. 
Fans swarmed around the Cat cagers 
.after the contest, hugging them and 
showering the victors with bravos. 

Harold Howey who played only about 
half the game, literally "stewed" on the 
bench while he was "sweating out" his 
mate's actions. He paced up and down 
like a restless panther in front of the 
bench, and was repeatedly calmed by his 
mates. 

Gardner was up and down throughout 
the contest, calling plays before the of- 
ficials the officiating was exceptionally 
good, especially on the part of Cliff Og- 
den the little blackhead from Wichita, 
On Kansas City's famed "twelfth 
street," horns sounded and the celebra- 
tion was still continuing forty-five min- 
utes after game time. It was reminiscent 
of a New Year's Eve celebration m the 
Heart of America. 

Streetcars were blocked at times by the 
demonstrators who paid no heed to traf- 
fic as they actually took over the main 
thoroughfare. The Hotel Phillips and 
Muehlebach, lining "twelft street" were 
reserved for Kansas State tonight Gard- 
ner and his mates at the Muehlebach 
were receiving congratulations far into 
the night. "All in all it was a great night 
for Kansas State, a night that will be 
long •remembered by Kansas City and by 
Kansas Staters. 



Students Are Healthier 
This Year Says Snook 



Student Council

In the midst of this snow 
and extremes of weather. Dv. 
Robert R. Snook, Director ol 
Student Health, reports that 
the health of students on the 
campus has never been better 
than It is this winter. So far 
only one case ol what the Doc- 
tor termed "the real influenza' 1 
has turned up. and respiratory 
of any Wnd have 
the fewest for many 
years. 

Doctor Snook attributes the 
food health of the students to 
the laet that this winter's con- 
tinued severity has forced stu- 
dents to dress warmly yfc-W 
going to classes. Instead of 
wearing * sweater on Intermit- 
tent balmy days and then find- 
ing the temperature dropping 
in late afternoon. Conse- 
quently, there are fewer colds. 

• -Statistics have been mined 
this year," the Doctor ex- 
plained, "because the 4,000 vet- 
erans on the campus know 
haw to take care of themselves 
better than the average stu- 
dent; and many of the married 
students don't show up at 
Student Health when they set 
sick. They stay at home 
where the Missus can take 
care of them and that Is al- 
right with us— Just so the Mis- 
sus takes care not to latch on 
to any flu germs herself." 

It may come as a Jolt to stu- 
dents who drive oars to class- 
as, but Doctor Snook feels 
there are too many automo- 
biles on the campus. Not only 
do they create a traffic prob- 
lem but they are also directly 



affecting the health of their 
owners. 

The Doctor wasn't referring 
to nerve strain caused by wom- 
en drivers either. He ex- 
plained that in the past the 
students driving cars, especial- 
ly veterans, were used to grea f - 
er physical activity while 
working or In service— with a 
minimum of mental activity. 
Then they come to college and 
experience Just the opposite 
condition — greater mental ac- 
tivity and a minimum of phy- 
sical activity. 

'The result." Dr. Snook 
stated, "is that they come to 
student health asking what is

Doctor Snook advises, as the 
best kind of medicine avallbale. 
a dally workout in the gym to 
help balance the physical and 
mental efforts— or else stow 
the car and walk to and from 
classes. He said several stu- 
dent* have taken his advice 
and have come back to tell 
him that his prescription had 
turned the trick for them.

The story of Kansas State's 
Field House began when Jack 
Gardner became head basket- 
ball coach tn 1939. 

Gardner's Job was to mold » 
winning basketball team The 
job seemed Impossible In Nich- 
ols Gymnasium. Facilities were 
pitifully Inadequate. 
Before 1839 there had never 
a concerted drive for a 
gymnasium. No one 
to sense the need for 
• Field 



The advantages of a larger 
gym. as Gardner sees It. are 
that people will be able to see 
the Wildcats play, not Just 
read about them. With ade- 
quate facilities for visiting 
teams, the top teams of the 
country can be brought to 
Manhattan. With larger 
crowds, basketball would ne 
able to contribute financially 
to the College. As It Is, the 
College loses money every time 
the Wildcats play a homo 
game. 

Up to this time, however, 
the College had never officially 
put the Field House at the top 
of Its priority list for new 
buildings. When It was at last 
placed first. Gardner really 
went to work. He carried ft 
model of the proposed building 
all over the state. He wrote 
to every Kansas legislator to 
acquaint them with Kansas 
State's need for a larger gym- 
nasium. 

When World War II came 
along. Jack left his campaign 
to Join the Navy for ft four- 
year stretch. He 'tutored the 
Olathe Naval Air Base 
ketball team In 1942-433 and 
Ironically, won 11 of 14 games f 
against Big Six competition. 

The Legislature did not pass 
a bill providing a Field House 
for Kansas State. Instead it 
passed a mill tax bill designed 
to provide funds for all state- 
supported schools. 

In 1945 K-State received * 
grant of 8750,000 to build a 
Field House, However, because 
of war-time inflation, the 
funds were insufficient. Pres- 
ident Milton 8. Eisenhower got 
an additional 8300,000 from 
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the legislature in 1947. Short- 
ages of materials and labor 
still prevented the Field House 
from being built. 

WUI Seat 12.500

House seating 12.500 persons. 
With more fans attending bas- 
ketball games than any other 
sports event in the United 
States, huge gymnasiums are 
appearing all over the country. 

Oklahoma A. and M. built a 
gymnasium seating 10,000 per- 
sons shortly before the war 
and already tt plans to con- 
struct one seating 22.000. Ok- 
lahoma University, a Big Sev^ 
member.

In College Pool 
Friday Afternoon 

John Leroy Kreider, 19, 
freshman in chemical en- 
gineering, drowned Friday 
at approximately 4:50 p.m. 
In the College swimming 
pool. His body was found 
on the bottom of the pool 
at the deep end by Ettsha 
Phil Sanders and brought 
to the surface by Carl 
Orieshaber. Both were at 
the pool at the time of the 
drowning, according to 
the athletic department. 

College physicians, along with 
the help of Sanders, Grclshab- 
cr, Coach Leon Reynard. Don 
Lockstrom and Robert 
HemphiU. gave artificial 
plration to Kreider for 
hour and forty-five 
before pronouncing him 
at 8:30 p. m. 

First At Pool 

The drowning was the first 
ever to occur in the College pool.

Orieshaber, who has a Red 
cross lifeguard certificate and 
16 a member or the College 
swimming team, and Sanders 
were at the pool while Kreider 
was swimming.

The egg also came to be re. 
garded as symbolic of the 
Resurrection as It holds the 
seed of new life. But eggs 
came to be associated with 
Easter originally because It 
was forbidden to eat them dur- 
ing Lent and they were served 
at the meal on Easter Sunday. 
They were dyed red to suggest 
Joyousness. 

According to another theory 
the color red was symbolic of 
the blood shed on Calvary. The 
coloring of eggs for the Spring 
Festival dates from very early 
because the ancient Per- 
belleved the earth was 
hatched from an egg at the 
Spring Festival. Children arc 
told that the rabbit lays the 
Easter eggs and the eggs are 
hidden for the child to find.

In a surprise move late yesterday, Dr. Forrest C. Allen, 
was appointed athletic commissioner of the Big Seven 
conference, and in his first official move blasted future 
Kansas State cage hopes when he declared six members 
of the 1948 conference champion Wildcats ineligible for 
further college competition. 

The announcement followed * 

closely on the heels of Allen's 




ers 



resignation yesterday as banket- 
bull coach at Kansas University. 
He had been Kansas Univeristy 
basketball coach for more than 
30 years. 

Starting Lineup 
The Wildcats declared ineli- 
gible Included all of the i 
starting lineup and one of 
Gardner's must reliable replace- 
ment*. 

CJaronce Bran num. Kick Har- 
man, Jack Dean, Howard Shan- 
non, Hal Howey, and Lloyd 
Krone were the Cats who felt 
the blow of Allen's ax. 

Allen sounded another omin- 
om note for the Wildcat cage 
future when he hinted that a 
movement is under way to ban 
several K-State freshmen from 
the maple* next year. 

No reason was given for ihe 
sweeping move against the K- 
Slate cage squad. When ques- 
tioned by a Collegian reporter, 
Allen declined further comment 
on the matter. "Everybody 
knows my position on the sub- 
ject of K-State basketball play- 
ers' eligibility," he snarled. 
"There's no explanation noees- 
rary. They are ineligible and 
that's that." 

Forfeit Sealon 

A reliable source in Lawrence 
WKB quoted as saying there is a 
possibility thai the decision may 
he made retroactive to include 
the cage season just completed. 
If the move is successful, the 
Cats will lose possession of the 
Big Seven title. All of the Wild- 
cat conference games would be 
forfeited and Oklahoma Univer- 
sity would become the con- 
ference champion. The playing 
of such a large number of ineli- 
gible men is considered reason 
enough for stripping the Wild- 
cats of their championship, the 
informant declared. 

Del ai led information concern- 
ing the banning of the Kansas 
Stale stars was not available at 
press time, but it was unofficial- 
ly stated that the majority of 
the group were declared ineligi- 
ble on minor technicalities. An 
overall reason for the move was 
suggested when someone men- 
tioned that' the rest of the con- 
ference would be much better 
off if the Wildcats were broken 
Up, like the powerful Philadel- 
phia Athletics baseball team 
several years ago. Many observ- 
ers have been quoted as Faying 
that the Wildcats were too far 
superior to the remainder of 
the loop teams to make the con- 
ference race interesting. 

Gardner Mad 

K-State coach Jack Gardner 
was reached by telephone and 
was obviously hopping mad. 
"They can't do Ibis to me," he 
screamed Into the reporter's 
ear. "I'll fight 'em to the Su- 
preme Court. We're not taking 
this (lying down. I'll not stand 
for it either." 

Clarence Bran num, one of tbo 
players declared ineligible, was 
purple with rage. "This means 
war," he bellowed at the Col- 
legian newsman. "I feel like 
clubbing somebody with my 
knee braces," he grated a* he 
flared evilly around the sud- 
denly deserted room. 

Another of the banned Wild- 
cats, Jack Dean, took the news 
with his customary calmness. 
"Silence," he whispered as an 
excited news bearer burst into 
his room. "Hmmm, imagine that. 
My but that was a dirty trick, 
wasn't it," he drawled. 

The other men who were de- 
c hi red ineligible were not avail- 
able for comment, but rumor 
has it that the banned players 
arc planning a mass migration 
to another school, A reliable 
source claims that Howard Shan- 
non will lead his mates to a 
Texas college.

Army Needs 
R. O. T. C. Grade 

Principal source of the 1.800 , 
commissioned officers expected 
to be appointed in the Regular, 
Army annually during the next 
ten years will be graduates of 
the RMervr Officers Tralulne, - 
Corps, it was pointed out in an 
Army Day release, by Colonel 
Arthur O. Hutchinson, profes- 
sor of military science and tac- 
tics at Kansas State College. 

"Present plans provide va- 
cancies for more than 600 dis- 
tinguished graduates of senior 
division ROTC to be commis- 
sioned directly in the Regular 
Army every year." Col. Hutch- 
inson declared. "Strveral hun- 
dred ROTC graduates, all of 
whom receive commissions in 
the Organized Reserve Corps, 
are expected to be assimilated 
by the Regular Army on a ba- 
sis of competitive tours of ac- 
tive duty." 

The term "distinguished" 
graduate, wJilch Is the basis 
for a direct commission as a 
Second Lieutenant in the Reg- 
ular Army, is applied to those 
ROTC graduates who rank In 
the upper third of their class 
In ROTC subjects, possess out- 
standing leadership, aptitude 
and moral qualities and are se- 
lected by the professor or mili- 
tary science and tactics and re- 
ceives the approval or the col- 
lege authorities. 

Vital importance of the ROTC 
program In the nation's schools 
and colleges is one of the key- 
notes of Army Day celebrations 
being held throughout the 
country today. 

"It is anticipated that ROTC 
graduates also will constitute 
the greater portion of the 30,- 
000 non -career officers, who. as 
members of the Organized Re- 
serve Corps, will serve on ex- 
tended active duty with the ex- 
panded Army for years to 
come," Colonel Hutchinson add- 
ed. 

Besides the 600 direct com- 
missions to be granted "dis- 
tinguished" ROTC graduates 
annually, the Regular Army ex- 
pects to draw 3 SO officers each 
year from West Point and 250 
from "distinguished'' graduates 
of Officer Candidate Schools, 
and via commissioning of ex- 
ceptional enlisted men and spe- 
cialists for such Services as the 
Medical Department and the 
Corps of Chaplains. 

The meraining 600 needed an- 
nually will be procured through 
competitive tours of officers of 
the Organized Reserve Corps, 
including the majority of ROTC 
and OC8 graduates, those ap- 
pointed in the Reserve from the 
wartime Army of the United 
States and those appointed 
from enlisted ranks.

If she is lucky, each woman 
at Kansas State could have al- 
most four men — 3.97, to be 
exact, That's the ratio of men 
to women, according to fig- 
ures released by the President s 
office, which lists 1,534 women 
and 6,108 men for a total of 
7,842 students attending Kan- 
sas State College this semester. 

The same ratio exists in arts 
and sciences, which is the larg- 
est school again this semester. 
Slightly more than 34 percent 
of all students are in this 
school. The largest curriculum 
to arts and sciences is busi- 
ness administration. 

The School of Engineering 
and Architecture runs a close 
second with 33 percent of all 
Students. However, the malc- 
female ratio in engineering Is 
quite a bit different as women 
comprise only seven-tenths of 
one percent of the school. The 
most popular department of 
engineering is mechanical with 
electrical engineering trailing 
close behind. 

Third in the number of stu- 
dents enrolled is the school of 
Agriculture. Ag students make 
up 17 percent of the college 
total. The 15 girls enrolled in 
agriculture constitute one per- 
of the enure Ag 



Of the thirteen departments oI~ 
the agriculture school, general 
agriculture leads, with agricul- 
tural administration second. 

The School of Home Eco- 
nomics is fourth in the list 
with a total of nine percent. 
In this school, the men are 
really in a minority. Only four 
boys are enrolled to home eco- 
nomics. All are to dietetics and 
1 n s tituttonal management. 
They represent less than one- 
half of one percent of the home 
ec school. 

The Graduate School ranks 
fifth with five 
this school, every 
dent Is a girl.

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Now is Our Chance 

The topic of innumerable bull sessions 
and discussions on and off the campus 
for many years has been the way the 
College is governed and run. Some say 
things are "fine and dandy" the way they 
are. But moat of ua are inclined to gripe 
about the way things are run. We private- 
ly, or publicly, advance suggestions as to 
"the way we would do it if we were run- 
ning things." 

The Student Council has tried for the 
last two years to make it possible for 
some changes in College policy to be made 
more easily. We are referring to the pro- 
posal now being voted on to permit»the 
SGA constitution to be amended mor* 
easily. 

The way the constitution now reads, 
any amendment coming before the stu- 
dent body for ratification must be voted 
on, either negative or affirmative, by 50 
percent of the students to even be con- 
sidered. Sixty percent of those voting must 
vote in the affirmative for the amend- 
ment to become part of the constitution. 

What the Council is now trying to get 
a vote on is simply this: If one-third of 
the present student body gets up enough 
energy to put their "X" on a ballot and if 
lw. -third i of those voting are in favor of 
lowering the number of student* required 
to amend the constitution, the amendment 
will be placed in the SGA constitution. 

It is that simple. Now is our chance to 
display concrete evidence as to our de- 
sire to make some needed and necessary 
changes in campus government. 

Thi> proposed amendment is not nn at- 
tempt, of a minority group to change the 
constitution. It is an effort to make a 
piece of legislation more easily amend- 
able that was originally written for an 
enrollment oL less than 4.000. With the 
present enrollment of nearly 7,000, it is 
impossible k> get 3,500 students to vote 
even for repeal let alone a constitutional 
amendment. 

By yesterday noon, only 2,225 had 
voted on the amendment. This was not 
enough so the Council authorized the 
polls tto remain open until 5 p. m. today. 

If the small number of students remain- 
ing that is required to make the proposed 
amendment an actuality, don't have the 
initiative and school spirit to mark their 
"XV on a ballot, the way the old school 
is run must not be so bad after all. Or 
could it be that most of our "gripe ses- 
" are mostly "hot air?"

Scoring repeated nssor- 
liona by public figures Hint

in an address In Kansas 
City, Mo., called for the 
creation of a United Na- 
lions "with power to po- 
lice I be peace."

"Peace Is completely pos- 
sible." Eisenhower- told a class 
Of Eagle Boy Scouts In Music 
Hall of the Municipal Auditor- 
ium. Those who favor fight in? 
Russia "In order to defend the 
values of a free society" forget 
that those values would not 
survive atomic war. he said. 

"Another war would create 
such misery, poverty, and 
desolation that democracy most 
likely would disappear and the 
very totalitarianism we now 
abhor and fear ' would sweep 
around the earth," Elsenhower 
said. "Surely it must be clear 
to those who think at all that 
war Is not the way to preserve 
or extend the blessings of a 
social system which recognizes 
human dignity, justice, and 
tolerance as supreme values. 
Such a system must he nur- 
tured In abundance, not pov- 
erty: it must be developed in 
(he minds and hearts of men 
through education and exper- 
ience, not through fear and 
compulsion." 

Though favoring the estab- 
lishment of true world govern- 
ment throuph the UN, with 
POWer to pollre peace, Elsen- 
hower said such a government 
may not be possible Immed- 
iately, 

Genuine peace was likened 
by Eisenhower to a three- 
legged stool of which one leg is 
human understanding "among 
peoples of diverse cultures ond 
religions; a second leg con- 
sists of those "economic, so- 
cial and political arrange- 
ments which are essential (f 
peoples everywhere" are to 
have freedom and security: and 
the third leg Is "power, the 
power with which the majority 
of the people who want peace 
may enforce It even against 
those who, out of ignorance or 
ruthless ambition, seek to fo- 
ment war." 

Only the United States can 
lake the lead In helping peo- 
ples of the world toward eco- 
nomic recovery, the speaker 
said, adding that "this Is ;he 
imperative point of beginning. 
Hungry and ill people cannot 
work effectively for the basic 
understanding which would 
otherwise be the starting point. 

The United Nations Educa- 
tional. Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO) is al- 
ready at work trying to create 
the "first leg," Eisenhower 
said — the leg consisting of 
"understanding."

An unbelievable small number of Kan- 
sas State College students voted in last 
Friday's student council primary elec- 
tion. Only 979 students indicated their 
interest in student government by cast- 
ing their votes at the polls. 

Students in the School of Arts and 
Sciences came through the best. Four 
hundred and thirteen votes were cast bv 
A and S students. Second was the School 
of Engineering and Architecture with 
278. «t 

Students in the School of Asriculture 
and School of Home Economics must 
have had a hard time finding the polls 
or else they don't "give a darn" about 
how their campus is run. Only 149 stu- 
dents voted in each of those two schools. 
The veterinaiy medicine candidate was 
unopposed so no votes were cast in that 
school. 

With 6,3% undergraduate students en- 
rolled in the College this spring, the 979 
votes cast indicates the preference of less 
than one-sixth of the student body. 
Where are the other 5,417 students? Are 
they asleep, indifferent, or just too lazy 
to stop at the voting booth and affix 
their x's on a ballot? 

They surely aren't uninformed. The 
Collegian has carried names of candi- 
dates, locations of polls, voting dates and 
Other important voting information in 
several issues before the primaries.

But from all indications that 
U the way it really is whether you want 
to admit it or not, because those students 
who voted at the primaries would be the 
ones who would attend such a meeting. 

The right to vote is one of our most 



cherished American heritages. We would 
fight at the drop of a hat if someone, 
or some group, tried to take that privilege 
away from us. The same feeling should 
be true of campus voting privileges. It is 
an opportunity for each and every one of 
us to make ourselves heard.

A simple color test as an aid 
in grading farm separated 
cream has been advanced by

Anytime you get the idea that women 
aVe-the weaker sex, brother, just consider 
What Prof. S. J. Holmes, a zoologist at the 
University of Southern California says: 
J "The greater physical toughness of the 
ft male 1 is characteristic of the human spe- 
cies throughout life." 

j To 'go a little farther into the situation, 
A prolonged study of 89,195 mentally Hf 
datients admitted to Massachusetts men- 
tLl hospitals show that psychbtic men out- 
numbered the women six to five. 

. Statistics show that nearly five times 
more males than females die of ulcers; 
more males, by a wide margin, are killed 
rjy heart disease, tuberculosis, appendi- 

T'tis, pneumonia and beri-beri. 
There are four categories, though, 
that statistics show the male superiority. 
Cancer, diabetes, and related diseases, 
senility and of course childbirth all cause 
more deaths in the female species than 
in the male. 

Of more than 200,000 persons packed 
down by Skip Tracers Company* only. 
2tO0O were women, according to Daniel 
M. Eisenberg. head of the company, who 
feels that these figures show men are far 
less able to face problems and responsi- 
bilities- than women. "Yeah/' a married 
veteran retorted when we showed him 
these statistics, "there might not be so 
many male cases for this company if the 
womea could only realize how they look 
at the breakfast table. It's enough to make 
any mi\n emotionally unstable." 

Back to the records. Statistics show 
that male UnTg addicts outnumber women 
addicts four to one; male alcoholics out- 
number female alcoholics seven to one; 
and men lead women in suicides by three 
to one. 

This may be a little hard to swallow, 
but in one state where tests were made, 
women had a record one-third better than 
men drivers.

A FEDERAL AID PROGRAM has been ap- 
proved by the House and sent to the Senate. The 
measure authorises $1,500,000,000 for a three-year 
program, and would be apportioned to the states 
on the basis of area and population. The states 
would have to match the federal appropriation, 
dollar for dollar.

RUSSIA LACKS only the industrial capacity 
for producing the atom bomb, Defense Secretary 
Forreatal udmitted to Congress. The scientific 
knowledge and technical procedures are known 
to thm, he told the Senate Armed Committee. 

* * * 

NEW HOMES for basement-apartment dwell- 
ers nnd occupants of immobile trailers may be 
made available through Congress. A bill designed 
to encourage construction of 16,000,000 new 
homes during the next 10 years wilt soon be 
called up for debate in the Senate. The original 
TafUEllender- Wagner bill was approved by the 
Senate Banking committee last April. Efforts to 
get it up for debate have been cautions, however, 
because of doubts as to the bill's fate in the 
House. A similar bill was opposed in 1948 because 
of a section providing for public housing. The 
present bill contains the same provision, which 
will probably be strongly opposed in the Senate. 

* * • 

MORE THAN 300 persona killed, the capital 
city guttd by fire and looters, martial law de- 
dared, and the formation of a compromise gov- 
ernment were the results of a political revolution 
m Colombia. The Colombian government, break- 
ing diplomatic relations with Russia, is firmlv 
convinced that the .-evolution was a premeditated 
plot by the Communists, partly to disrupt the 
l*aii- American conference which was being held 
in Bogota. Fresh outbursts of gunfire were heard 
outside the L S. embassy following the announce- 
ments that the conference would be resumed. 

THE UN PALESTINE pa rtit ion commission de. 
dared that m.btary forces must be sent to Pal- 
eat.™ after May 16, regardless of what the as- 
sembly decides to do about the partition project. 
Military forces will be urgently needed to avoid 
chaos, the commission warned. 

* • • 

A KANSAS TO GERMANY flight of B-29 
bombers, described officially as a "routine train- 
ing mission," may be used for a show of strength. 
The April 18 Italian elections have led to specula- 
tions that this flight will continue from Germany 
to Italy, to show the western powers' strength *nd 
thereby to influence the elections. The flight 
originated at Smoky Hill air base, Salina. 

* * * 

COLLEGE STUDENTS may not be an excep- 
tion in receiving "hard to get" deferments if a 
strict draft law is passed. .Such a law is wanted 
by one House group, and would affect non-vet- 
erans between l!i and 25. Lawmakers in the House 
would encourage enlistments by paying an enlist- 
ed buck private $50 a month, a draftee $30. Sen. 
Edward V. Robertson, (R., Wyo.), member of the 
Armed Services committee, forecast expanded air 
power ns a certainty, a probable draft law, and 
universal military training as unlikely at the pres- 
ent. 

CONSTRUCTION OF A RADAR "fence" to 
warn the U. S. of an enemy attack would cost sev- 
eral billion dollars and it would require several 
thousand men to operate. Such a "fence" would 
make an adequate air raid warning system, and 
military leaders say an early warning is necessary 
to repel an attack.

An extensive "spring house- 
cleaning" on the Campus is 
Hearing completion. New walks, 
several hundred new trees and 
bushes for landscaping, com- 
pletely re-surfaced roads and 
even new trash cans have been 
included in the program. 

All departments have coop- 
erated In the beautlflcatlon 
program, according to A. 
Thornton Edwards, veteran's 
housing officer. The housing 
office has completed the roads 
program, two new drainage 
culverts and a new baseball 
diamond for veterans. The De- 
partment of Building and Re- 
pair has put the smooth fin- 
ishing touches on a new side- 
walk running westward front 
Stadium, The hortlcul- 
department Is nearlng 
..Jetlon on a beau t^f lea t Ion 
project Involving hundreds of 
new shrubs and more than a 
thousand pounds of grass seed, 
face Lifting at Elliot Tract 
The chief area benefited In 
the "face-lifting" program, 
according to the housing of- 
fleer. Is the Elliot tract, Hill- 
side and Mom Courts. Also 
receiving new grass and trees 
are the extension offices, the 
new class-room barracks, the 
Hospital, and the 
Union.

Beauty bushes, Flowering 
Crabs, Bplrea and lilac 
bushes, Lombard! Poplar trees, 
Chinese Elms, Redbuda anil 
various cedars and pines. 

More than 1,000 pounds of 
blue grass and clover seed have 
been purchased and planted 
this spring by members of the 
department. The half-ton of 
seed, according to Professor 
Pickett, Is nearly twice the 
usual amount remiired by the 
College. "Part of the seed this 
year Is being used on the new 
military science drill field at 
the north end of the Campui. 
Housing areas have been heav- 
ily seeded, and the remainder 
is being used in an effort to 
turn the already green areas a 
tittle greener." 

Truekloads of Rock 
More than 140 truekloads of 
crushed rock and creek gravel 
have already been purchased 
for re-surfacing dirt roads In 
the Elliot and Hilltop housing 
areas. Road work Is being 
done by contractors for the 
housing office. 

"This should solve the prob- 
lem of the disappearing road- 
beds,' commented Francis 
Rlckard, assistant housing of- 
ficer. "In the past, spring 
rain* have nearly washed away 
entire drives, forcing center- 
of- the -road parking and a 
nearly Impassible drive. The 
two new culverts completed 
this week are Intended to help 
with the road drainage prob- 
lem too." 

Also newly completed by the 
housing office, is a new 



ball diamond for use of stu- 
dents living l n the housing 
areas. The project includes a 
new backstop, which was in- 
stalled across from the Vet- 
eran's grocery store, and re- 
movable bases, which may be 
checked out from the mayors 
of the various housing areas. 
Several sets of bases and bats, 
bails and gloves have been 
made available. 

Mew Trash Collection Cans 
The building and repair de- 
partment has installed the new 
trash-collection cans around 
all College buildings. The cam 
supplement the cigarette butt- 
cans recently placed about i he- 
campus. R, P. Gingrich, head 
of the B and R department, 
said that in addition to the 
new cans, the department has 
had two men working full 
time Just picking up paper and 
refuse around building en- 
trances.

The Bold win -Wallace flash 
served notice thai he was out 
for a new record time when he 
won the qualifying trials in 14 
seconds flat. The previous K. 
U. Relays time for the 120-yard 
high hurdles was 14.2; set by 
Wolcott In 1038. 

Fonvllle a Surprise 
Relay officials expected 
Charlie Fonvllle, University of 
Michigan Olympic hopeful, to 
crack the intercollegiate shot 
put mark of 56 feet, & inch set 
by Al Blozis In 1940. Fonvllle 
had heaved the shot 56 feet 10 
3-4 Inches during the Indoor 
track season. But no one ex- 
pected him to break the world 
record or 57 feet. 1 Inch, set by 
Jack Torrance at Oslo, Norway 
in 1934. by almost a foot.

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! The Right to Walk 

These next few weeks are being used 
by the National Highway Safety Asso- 
ciation for a campaign in the press ami 
radio to reduce traffic fatalities on our 
highways. • 

Most campaigns of this sort seem to 
emphasize the .dangers of careless driv- 
ing, speeding, poor condition of cars and 
various other causes of accidents. But it 
seems that somewhere along the line the 
guilty parties or victims of many of our 
highway and city traffic accidents are 
being ignored. We refer to pedestrians. 

Have pedestrians any rights? The an- 
nual toll of some 12,000 pedestrians killed 
in t raffic accidents .throughout the coun- 
try seems to raise the question of wheth- 
er an individual's right to stand and walk 
-jn his or her feet still exists in an increas- 
ing motorized age. 

The answer to that question can be 
Toumi in current reports by safety special- 
ists on th<; causes of fatal pedestrian ac- 
cidents. Three out of every 4 pedestrians 
tilled, we learn, were themselves violat- 
itg a traffic law or committing an unsafe 
ict, by jaywalking, crossing against sig- 
nals, coming out from behind parked cars 
pr doing something equally foolish. In 
other wo ids, three out of four were pre- 
suming upon a light to walk when and 
where they wished, in utter defiance of 
piety consider Limis. Losing one's life is 
Jt very hijrh price to pay for the right To 
aik carelessly. 

In addition to the thousands of pe- 
estrians killed, many thousands were ta- 
ped, of whom a third were crippled for 
ffe, while unknown thousands escaped 
kcident by "the skin of their teeth" and 
lontinued to take chances. 

Society does not concede the rightto be 
tilled or maimed by one's own safety 
ids. There is a moral obligation upon us 
til to personally use every known safety 
Beano, For those who simply will not, 
here must be enforcement by law. 

It has been clearly proved that the only 
lay pednatriane and automobiles can ex- 
it together is by having strict regula- 
tors for the protection and control of 
toth. By crossing traffic where directed, 
ihen directed and as directed, pedestrian* 
ti\] have given up the questionable privi- 
ege of matching wits with speeding 
utos. But let us hope they have gained 
he right to live.

The Christian Democrats, with the aid of 
similar parties, will have undisputed con- 
trol of both the Senate and the Chamber 
of Deputies. The election represents a 
victory for the Western powers.

President Truman demanded immedi- 
ate action of his anti-inflation program 
"before it is too late." Our economy is in 
serious danger as a result of high prices 
and inflation, he said in an address be- 
fore the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. The success of our foreign policy 
depends to a large extent upon the sta- 
bility of our domestic economy. The Presi- 
dent last November recommended a ten- 
point program which included price, wage 

and rationing controls and curbs on credit.

"Back to the mines," was the word John 
L. Lewis passed on to soft coal workers 
following their fine for criminal contempt 
of court. Federal Judge Goldsborough 
fined Lewis ? 20,000, the United Mine 
Workers $1,400,000. "We can pay," said 
the U. M. W., one of the richest unions 
in the U. S. Judge Goldsborough will act 
today on the civil contempt charge still 
facing Lewis and his union. They have 
been found guilty of this charge because 
of their failure to comply with a court 
order to stop the strike. The government 
may recommend a jail sentence for Lew- 
is if the miners have not returned to work 
by today. Many of the miners are await- 
ing the outcome of the case before re- 
turning to work. 



The U. S. will provide troops for Pales- 
tine if other countries will join the pro- 
ject. The countries would be selected by 
the United Nations?. Talk with certain 
governments ovsr furnishing troops have 
been futile, according to Warren R. Aus- 
tin, U. S. chief delegate. to the U. N. Rus- 
sia was not among the countries apptf led 
to to furnish troops.

Men 19 through 25 would be drafted 
within 90 days after the President signed 
a new draft bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Andrews of New York. The bill 
would require all men from 18 to SO to 
register. It would make men from 19 to 
25 eligible for actual service. No. G. I. 
benefits would be granted draftees. 

Norman Thomas, socialist, said passage 
of a draft law would make war inevitable 
within ten years or more.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has granted railroads a temporary freight 
rate increase, the third since October. 
The increase will cost the public an esti- 
mated $;{00,000,000 a year. A 10 percent tn ± 
raise was granted in October, another 10 " 
percent in January. The latest raise will 
be about 4 percent above the present 
rate. It -will go into effect 10 days after 
notice to the public has been given.

LINK TRAINER, GLIDER IN LAB 



Aeronautics Students Use 
Planes for First Time 



By Bill Caahran 

Sansas State College etudents 
ying Aeronautics, an option 
of ■mechanic engineering, are 
n^w using real airplanes in their 
class work. 

; Airplanes, a glider and a link- 
tratner are among the equipment 
In the new aeronautics labora- 
tory being med for the first time 
this semester. 

The lab is in the southwest 
corner of the field north of 
West Ag. Approximate! 60 by 
160 feet, the former barrack was 
brought from Camp Crowder 
near Joptin, Missouri. 

Malf of the barrack has a con- 
crete floor for a hangar. In the 
other half are two recitation 
rooms, an aeronautical labora- 
tory, a storage room, two offices 
and a shop for wood and metal 
work. - ■ 

A P-51 "Mustang" (photo- 
graphic version) and a P-69 
(double jet) are parked outside 
the hangar. Inside the hangar 
are a TG3A (two-place training 
glider) with its trailer, nine alr- 
plana engines., twelve different 
types of propellers and wings 
and controls for wooden and 
metal planes. 

Other equipment includes a 
linK-trainer, navy "mark" nav- 
igation* trainer wheel mounted 
and propelled by four storage 
batteries. It will be used to sup- 



plement the link-trainer. A 24 
cylinder experimental Japanese 
engino which is a pair of V-12 
engines fastened together with 
a 2,000 horsepower motor. 

The College installed the bar- 
rack, floreacent lights, water, 
heating plant, and sewer sys- 
tem at a cost of |IE,000, The 
areonautics laboratory was built 
better than most of the tempor- 
ary barracks on the campus and 
probably will remain in active 
use for a longer period of time, 
said R. F. Gingrich, superintend- 
ent of building and repair. 

The barrack officially opened 
February 1 and was originally 
built for aeronautical use. Lately 
the ROTC has been using the 
hangar during bad weather for 
drill purposes.

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Wasted Talents 

Tomorrow, another distinguished, 
nationally-known speaker will appear 
on the campus to address a small group 
of students in the College Auditorium. 
Not more than a third of the student 
body will be able to hear the address even 
if they wanted to, and if previous as- 
semblies are any indication, considerably 
less will actually attend. 

The Assembly Committee has spon- 
sored many outstanding and capable 
speakers who have discussed a wide va- 
riety of timely, Interesting and educa- 
tional subjects. But their efforts have 
minimized by a small auditorium and 
lack of student interest. 

The speakers make their address, pos- 
sibly meet with a small interested group 
or two and depart from the campus, 
some never come back again. 

It seems to us that the thoughts and 
opinions of these speakers are being 
wasted. A great service has been render- 
ed the College by acquiring these speak- 
ers but it shouldn't stop Just there. A 
permanent record should be made of 
these speeches. These records would be 
valuable for several reasons. 

First which we of the press are natur- 
ally interested in, is that it would protect 
the speaker and the press from mis- 
quotes. 

Second, the talks are usually made 
with a life's work as the background for 
the topic. It is impossible for subject 
matter of this kind to be grasped in an 
hour's assembly. 

Third, the material would be available 
for reference or classroom work. 

Fourth, speakers on controversal is- 
sues appearing on the campus at differ- 
ent times could be checked against each 
other to get the full benefit of their 
discussions. 

These records could be made either by 
tape recording (as some are now) , taken 
in shorthand by some competent secre- 
tary and immediately typed up and 
mimeographed, or both. 

These records could be filed in the 
College Library or with the Assembly 
Committee and would be available to 
any Interested person or group. 

It is truly a waste of talent when these 
speakers, who represent a comprehensive 
cross-section of opinion, are allowed to 
leave the campus, without leaving more 
of a permanent record other than talk- 
ing to a partly-filled auditorium— an 
auditorium that is partly filled by some 
groups who come only because they have 
to and who sleep or study throughout the 



summer term, Dean A. L. Pugsley has 
informed us.

K.U. Jealousy Threatened 
KSC Engineers in '09

When the morning Union Pa- 
cific train chugged into the 
Manhattan station February 3, 
lit I)'.', there were automobiles 
parked as far as the eye could 
see down the hroad streets and 
practically every citizen had 
turned out. They had come to 
meet members of the «tate legis- 
lature who were arriving from 
Topeka. The legislature was 
faced with making the decision 
of whether the engineering 
school at the Collet: would be 
abolished. 

It all had started when the 
chancellor of K. U., Dr. Frank 
Strong, in a paper he prepared, 
suggested that the engineering 
curricula offered here was dupli- 
cating the work offered at K. U. 

During President Nichols' ad- 
ministration, the * engineering 
courses offered at the College 
had increased In scope and en- 
rollment until they were con- 
sidered a threat to the engin- 
eering school at K. U. 

When the legislature convened 
January 20, 1909, a bill was in- 
troduced providing the engineer- 
ing school be moved fro m Kan- 
sas State to Katuus University 
to eliminate duplication of any 
work in the two (schools. 

K-5tat«r» Arouird 

By this time friends of Kan 
"*» State and Manhattanitee 
ware aroused over the situation. 
They swamped members of the 
legislature with letrers protest- 
ing the change. Studentaof th« 
College wrote to influential 
friends, parents and legislator*. 
A scathing attack on Chancellor 



Strong and K. U.'s attitudi' was 
published in the January 30, 
1909 issue of the KanaM State 
Industrialist, in which the en- 
tire affair was attributed to K. 
U.'s jealousy over the Kansas 
Stale Engineering School. 

On January 2fi, a mat* meet- 
in; was held in the College Au- 
ditorium and the students de- 
rided to invite members of the 
state legislature to visit the Col- 
lege. Contributions of Si were 
taken to finance a special train. 
The legislature accepted the in- 
vitation. 

Upon alighting from the train, 
the members of the legislature 
were conducted to the College 
by the students. They were taken 
on a tour of the campus and 
were shown through the En- 
gineering School. After an all- 
College assembly the men were 
taken to Calvin Hall to eat a 
dinner which had been prepared 
by domestic science students. 
Good Food Has Effect 

When the time came to return 
to Topeka the men were still un- 
der the effects of the good food 
and the friendliness of the 
Kansas State students. 

The Committee on Education- 
al Institutions recommended on 
February 1 L that the bill 1o 
move the engineering school from 
Kansas State not be passed. 

The decision of the legislature 
ha« been justified by the phe- 
nomenal growth of the engineer- 
ing school at the College since 
190 J. The enrollment has in- 
creased from a handful of stu- 
dents to 2087 this semester. A 
staff of 3fi0 instructors teach 
in eight curricula.

"The attitude of the 
world and the United 
States has elements of ir- 
responsible criticism," Ruth 
Bryan Owen Rohde, dis- 
cuHaitiK the work of the 
United Nations, told the 
students at an all-College 
assemMy Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Mrs. Rohde, noted diplomat, 
political leader and author, out- 
lined the progress of the U. N, 
from the drafting of the charter 
in San Francisco eight years a^o 
up to the prcicnt time. The most 
publicised phases of U, N.'s 
work has dealt with disagree- 
ments within the oiganizatiou, 
while many of the commissions 
and councils have worked in com- 
plete accord. The amiable rela- 
tion-! have been ignored, she 
said. 

Lake Success has become the 
news center of the world, with 
more news originating from there 
than in any world capital. The 
most discussed anil most misun- 
derstood part of (1 U. N. is the 
veto, Mrs. .RoHdc 'remarked. It 
provides for a unanimous vote 
of any motion ihm iri i- i pass the 
Security Council. "When we vote 
against a motion it Is called a 
negative vota, but when anoth- 
er country votos against it, it is 
called a veto," she said. ' 

Despite the differences over 
the veto, the Security Council 
has made satisfactory progress 
during the past two years, the 
speaker believed. 

"The U, N. will work if we 
adopt the sime attitudes toward 
it as we do toward our Consti- 
tution. The primary objective is 
that we reaffirm our faith in 
the fundamental rights of men 
ruid women in all nations, large 
and Finall," Mrs. Rohde declared. 

Derciihing the emotion shown 
at San Francisco when the char- 
ter was accepted, Mrs. Knhde 
said all of I he delegates arose 
and applauded, and wept when 
tbc unanimous vote was east. 
The charter is not ju*t a docu- 
ment but a page of history. 

Thinking cilurns will recog- 
nize the nlternntive, Mrs. Rohde 
warned. "We must ether 
strcnjrlh'n the U. N. or suffer 
atomic warfare."

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A Key to Peace 

Almost every day we see hollow-eyed, 
starving European children staring at us 
from the news reel screen or from news- 
paper or magazine pictures. These chil- 
dren are the victims of one of nature's 
crudest jokes— that of being brought 
Into a world that has neither the interest 
nor ability to bring them up properly 
and decently. 

These children hold the key to Europe, 
and possibly the world's hope for lasting 
peace. But will these children choose to 
fit the key in the right lock? Will they 
become so hardened and indifferent 
from their sufferings that they will open 
the door to a holocaust that will engulf 
the world or will they respond to the 
friendship and generosity of countries 
and organizations that are trying to help 
them? 

The possibility of the latter Is being 
strengthened by the United Nations Ap- 
peal for Children which Is being made in 
this country through American Overseas 
Aid as a Crusade for Children. 

Kansas UNESCO is playing a definite 
part in this drive. County UNESCO com- 
missions have accepted the responsibil- 
ity of conducting or sponsoring the 
drives in their counties. 

President Milton S. Eisenhower, chair- 
man of the U. S. National Commission 
for UNESCO believes that children rep- 
resent "a fresh start, a new hope for the 
disillusioned, weary race of men.' In the 
faces of children one sees aspects of a 
possible good life and decent world in the 
future. 

But. according to President Eisen- 
hower, if one gazes honestly into the 
eyes of today's children, in tortured Asia 
and Europe, one does not seethls alone 
"You can see ghosts of a terrible future 
if they remain unexercised," he discloses.

Nabours Breeds Grasshoppers' 
to Study Laws of Heredity at KSC

In the southeastern 
of the campus greenhouse, bc- 
a scarred paint door se- 
igatnst Intruders by an 
old Yale lock, stand row upon 
row of llttle-below-walst-hlgh 
tables holding what look to be 
simply many large glass Jars 
covered with screen wire. 

Through the dusty windows, 
you can usually see someone 
studying these screened Jars. 
At each step, this "someone'' 
makes a series of marks on a 
closely gripped clipboard, 
meanwhile apparently uncon- 
cerned with anything but this 
little world behind the scarred 
paint door with the old Yale 
lock. 

On down a center aisle 
through the "little - below - 
waist- high tables." turn right 
and you'll find the man re- 
sponsible for this strange world 
Under glass. 

A neatly dressed man of a 
medium build, gray hair, and 
wearing gold-framed spectacles 
protected from offensive glare 
by an old green eye shade.

Robert K. Nabours appears to 
be a man in his early 60 s.

And this world under glass? 
It is the spot where for SB 
years Dr. Nabours has experi- 
mented with the genetics of 
grasshoppers. This extensive 
research was started at K- 
State to 1S10. the year Dr. Na- 
bours came here to work on 
his doctor's thesis. 

The large glass Jars covered 
with screen wire — the ones 
where the grasshoppers are ob- 
served and studied — seem to be 
the nucleus of the doctor's life. 

At a recent counting, this 
man who breeds grasshoppers 
to Kansas, found that 416,- 
795 specimens had been pre- 
served in 46.933 vials. These 
grasshoppers represent areas 
from Manhattan to Vera 
Mexico. 



In order to select the desired 
characteristics. Of this num- 
ber he and his assistants have 
bred experimentally at least a 
million to his laboratory. 

This would mean that Dr. 
Nabours possesses the most 
references on this subject and 
that his collection would no 
doubt constitute the greatest 
number of grasshoppers any- 
where. 

"Prof Nabours. as his stu- 
dents call him. has been teach- 
ing a class in human genetics 
at Kansas State for some 25 
or 30 years. He started as an 
Instructor and within a few 
years worked up to head of the 
department of serology He 
held this position until 1944 
His time now is devoted to re-

Merchants Deny Charges of Raising 
Prices to Absorb G. I. Increase

The recent G. L increase in 
subsistence allowance brought 
hearty approval from more than 
4,000 veterans on the campus. 
According to a Collegian sur- 
vey, some are going to use the 
extra money to pay old bills, 
splurge on some new clothes, or 
take in a couple extra shows a 
month. 

But in the last few days sev- 
eral veterans have written to 
The Collegian complaining that 
Manhattan merchants were ab- 
sorbing the extra cash by in- 
creasing their prices. Two of 
these letters are reprinted else- 
where in the paper. 

However, Aggieville and Man- 
hattan quickly defended them- 
selves from these accusations. 

Meat Prices btafM 

"The price of beef has jump- 
ed 23 cents since January, and 
hamburger has increased from 
SB cents to SO cents," said Jay 
Gould, owner of an* Aggieville 
cafe. "It's true I raised the 
price of my dinners five cents 



last week, but solely because of 
the meat prices, and it had noth- 
ing lo do with the extra subsist- 
ence." *^T<* , 

Stated Joe Manning, another 
Agfcieville restaurant owner: 
"I'm trying my best to keep 
from jumping my prices, and I 
hope it won't be necessary, but 
with the price of meat as it is, 
it's awfully tough on the cafe 
man." 

One prominent Aggieville 
druggist defended his recent 
price raise by Baying that the 
drug industry has held its prices 
down while others have gone up. 
"Drug prices have gone up only 
three per cent since 1939, while 
other industries hare increased 
their prices as much as 400 per 
cent." 

Several other Aggieville res- 
taurant proprietors admitted re- 
cent price increases, but denied 
that the G. I. raise had anything 
lo do with it. All blamed the 
price of meat, and the recent 
packing house strike. 

"You won't find in a majority 
of the cases that the restaurant 
operator has deliberately jump- 



ed his prices because of the ir 
creased subsistence," said W. K. 
Smith, president of the Manhat- 
tan Restaurant Association. "In 
this day of rising prices, a pro- 
prietor has one of two choices — 
either raise his prices to meet his 
overhead, or lock up his doors." 

tub Fa ret Jump Too 

Wiihin a few days of the date 
the veteran's subsistence increas- 
ed, the Yellow Cab Company 
prices increased its fee 10 cents 
for trips to certain areas near 
the end of, the city limits. In- 
cluded is the campus housing 
units. An official of the com- 
pany said the reason for the in- 
crease was because of the expan- 
sion of the city. "We've been 
taking people three miles for a 
quarter, while it's costing us 20 
cents a mile," said the official. 

One possible solution to the 
problem of increased commodity 
costs is offered in the plan of 
the college cafeteria. There, 
when prices go to high on a cer- 
tain meat they just cut that 
item off the menu and offer 
meat substitutes or 



Morrison Cautions 
Vets in Employment 

"Veterans leaving the campus 
can sidestep serious snafu by 
nol applying for servicemen's re- 
adjustment allowance for unem- 
ployment until after their sub- 
risleme allowance for education 
hns beon discontinued." That 
word of caution is from John 
Morrison of Topsl:a, director of 
the Kansar. Employment Securi- 
ty Division, the agency which 
handles the SRA payments in 
Kansas. Federal law subjects 
veterans who accept allowance.^ 
for which they are not eligible 
to heavy penalties and forfei- 
ture of all future allowances. 

"Further, to qualify for SRA 
between school terms the veter- 
an must be seeking any type of 
work usually performed by stu- 
dy's at vacation lime. In other 
words the veteian available for 
work during the summer cannot 
be ef.tremely 'choosy' and still 
draw SKA," according to Morri- 
son. 

Both SUA and employment 
applications are handled by the 
Kansas State Employment Ser- 
vice offices, which give veterans 
first chance at every job for 
which they can qualify. With joN 
opportunities fairly plentiful, we 
will bo able to direr t many vet- 
erans to satisfajtory employ- 
ment, Morrison said.

College officials who 
been tearing their hair out over 
the reams of reports necessary 
lo carry utU vtterans* affiira 
are finding the job difficult. 
Howevi r, the situation is any- 
thing but new to Ksnsas State. 

In September 1919, the Col- 
lege experienced a new event, 
one which was to be rep?at-?d 
nearly 2fi years later. On this 
('late, 11 students enrolled under 
the veterans' rehabilitation poli- 
cy, World War I counterpart of 
the current "G.I. Bill" — but 
with fewer privileges. 

Government , education was 
I mited to veterans "who by rea- 
son of wounds er other cause.; 
b:d ! »-' ii Hindi- in .ible to nui - 
bur. sucefasful.y the respective 
vocations In which they were 
engaged when they «rent into 
,s t i -vice," according to Die "Hi. - 
toty of Kansas State College," 
written by Dr. J. T.- Willard, 
College historian. 

1920 I* Peak'' 
, Veterans' enrollment during 
this period naturally*- failed to 
reach an impres, ivt number such 
as exists today. The largest, en- 
rollment occurted during the 
fchool year 19ZQ-21 when 99 
were enrolled in collegiate sub- 
jects and 239 in non-colleglate 
subjects. The figures slowly 
dwindled and the last group en- 
tolled In 1927, 
At first, tha Colle-» made in- 



dividual contracts for each per- 
i-cn, hut ■ as the enrollment in- 
creased, group contracts were 
made. The government paid all 
college fees and charges on the 
account of a trainee and also 
tot book-;, instrument)! and olh- 
ir materials required for clas;:- 
woik.. In addition, the trainee 
was given a small subsistence 
allowance. ■ The governmental 
i agency in charge of this work 
was at first the Federal Board 
for Vocational Education, and 
later the Veteran-' Bureau. 
Vet Grid* Made Good 

As training*, got underway, it 
was found that some of the 
trainees needed .schooling in el- 
ementary*' subjc u, such as 
arithmetic am) spoiling. To moet 
this need, the Coll%e employed 
a special tutor and the a govern- 
ment paid a special tut lion f--c 
to cover, .the service. 

A majority at the ex-G.L's 
were not high school, graduates 
and entered College, for short - 
efcursa training in agriculture er 
mechanleal vocations.' As Doctor 
Willard states in his Look, "OX 
lb*, collegiate student*, many 
were enrolled only as special 
stndents, but of tins* enrolled 
fcr curricula leading to degrees, 
a significant number continued 
to graduation and some now oc- 
cupy positlmsj of honor and re- 
pp onslbiUty." 

Selection of an Institution Tor 
this training was considered an 



honor. Trainees could be sent 
only lo colleges which weic- 
equipped and manned so as to 
i-ive excellent instruction, In- 
cludcel in the contract with the 
gi veinment was a provui M that 
rovemment approval could not 
be urod by the College in ad. 
vet thing. 

On-the-job Training 
'"On-theTj-sb >train'n<t" was al- 
■ o a part flf 'the rehabilitation 
policy of the government. After 
the trainees hid rccci.-J suffi- 
cient schooV.tg,, many of th..- 
men were given jcbs. They were 
vi.iled two or three times a 
month by a specialist employed 
by the College at the expense of 
the government. In addition, 
study by correspondence was 
piovided for many. 

But the small number of train- 
ees failed to leaden* the amount 
of red tape. Responsibility tor 
the execution of ed ".tracts, pres- 
entation of bills, and cirri pond- 
ence became the duties of the 
vice president. In addition, the 
business office had the "import- 
ant, delicate and extremely irri- 
tating job of making out the 
bills for the training In such 
terms as would pass tha audi- 
tors," Doctor Willard continues. 
"Correspondence of this period 
bristles with asperities, all due 
to the difficulty of getting on 
eontmow* ffrotfnd In a complex 
ttrnatfM." fcvfdently the titua-

When Jim Kekeris, 300 lb. 
Missouri football tackle led a 
wave of interference over Jack 
Bell's left end position in a K- 
State-Missouri football game, it 
looked as if the hitter's pitching 
days were over. Bell emerged 
from the pile-up with his pitching 
aim dangling limp at his side. 
The broken arm did not heal as 
it should, and remained crook- 
ed. Despite this handicap, big 
Jack has become one of the 
brightest pitching prospects seen 
at K-Statc since the days of El- 
den Auker. The present condi- 
tion of Bell's arm was demon- 
strated last Monday night when 
he whiffed 17 Oklahoma batters 
in beating the Sooners 5-1. 

Jack lettered in basketball at 
Kansas State in the '44-45 season, 
baseball last year, and would 
have lettered in football in '44 
had he not been injured. On 
graduation from Salina High 
School in 1944 he had earned 
letters in football, basketball, 
and tennis.

Some persons are that way 
all the time, but we believe that others 
are like that on Just their "bad" days. 

The statement by safety specialists 
that the majority of traffic accidents can 
be traced to emotional disturbances on 
the part of drivers is not particularly 
surprising when we think of our own 
days when everything goes wrong. 

We stub a toe getting out of bed, cut 
ourselves while shaving, slip on the soap, 
get our socks on backward and growl at 
the coffee. Then we slam into the car, 
race the motor, strip the gears, graze the 
garage doors and are off in a fog from 
the flooded carburetor. We may, or may 
not, be a four-star driver other days, but 
today we're a menace to all and a natural 
for a bad accident. 

All this is human nature, of course, 
but that doesn't mean that nothing can 
be done about it if drivers are willing to 
make a sincere effort for the sake of 
safety. Disclpling one's emotions is al- 
ways hard, but it's nowhere nearly so 
hard as the physical and mental suffer- 
ing that follows an accident.

Rollin Prattler set two marks 
as he broke his own standards 
In the shot and discus.

Thirty- six homo 
economics students will cafl 
the houses home for the next 
semester. 

The two home management 
houses, faced with native lime- 
stone, are a block west of the 
Bertrand Street campus on- 
trance. These houses will each 
ncootnodalA t* roeds fox two 
nine-week periods a semester. 
Six women and an advisor will 
live In each of the two sec- 
tions of the duplex and an- 
other six and an advisor will 
live in the Ellen Richards 



'Students living in the 
houses are responsible for good 
group relationship and house- 
hold operation." said Dr. Jos- 
ephine Kremer, head of tb* 
department of household eco- 



Each of the three sections is 
planned and equipped appro- 



priate to three economic levels 
The Ellen Richards Lodge Is 
the higher income house with 
an electric range, refrigerator 
having a frozen food storage 
space, dishwasher, sink with 
a garbage disposal unit and a 
rotary lroner. The medium in- 
come section is the Margaret 
Ahlborn Lodge which has a 
gas range, an electrical refrig- 
erator with a top unit includ- 
ing a meat keeper and & veg- 
etable crlsper a spinner wash- 
ing machine and a flat plate 
lroner. Women living in the 
lower income section, the Ula 
Dow Cottage, will have an oil 
stove, a stripped model of an 
electric refrigerator and a 
wringer washing machine. 

Students who will take up 
residence In these houses are 
home economics students pre- 
paring for teaching, home 
demonstration work, or food 
and equipment demonstration 
work. They register for the 
course and then draw for the 
Income section In which they 
will live for four and a half 
After four and a naif 



weeks they move in rotation to 
the next section. Rotation or- 
der for the sections is from the 
Ellen Richards Lodge to the 
Margaret Ahlborn Lodge and 
then to the Ula Dow Cottage. 
Women having the Ula Dow 
Cottage then move to the Ellen 

Each group tries to exper- 
ience something they have 
lacked in home living, Miss 
Kremer says. If the majority of 
the students in the sections 
want experience in giving a 
tea, a tea Is given. Each group 
also entertains members or the 
faculty and friends. 

Both Margaret Ahlborn 
Lodge and Ula Dow cottage 
were named for former faculty 
members in the home economic 
school.

Builders Use 
Ancient Stone 

By Howard Sparks 

Stone used nearly 90 years 
ago in the construction of the 
forerunner of Kansas State 
College will be used again to 
build a house on the horticul- 
ture departments farm. The 
stone has been removed from a 
stone wall on the hort farm or 
the old Bluemont Central Col- 
lege, which was founded in 
1868. 

The house, to be used by the 
farm foreman, will have five 
rooms and a full basemem. 
Construction is to start on the 
house this morning and should 
be completed sometime this 
summer, according to Dr. W.T. 
Pickett, head of the Depart- 
ment of Horticulture. 

The campus of Bluemont 
College was about one mile 
west of the present campus. In 
1863, under the Morrill Act of 
1862, the buildings and land 
were transferred to the states* 
a nucleus of a state agricultural 
college. The present campus 
of Kansas state was acquired 
In 1871. The first building of 
the new campus was built In 
1872 and is still standing. It u 
the Farm Machinery Hall, 
north of the veterinary build- 
ing and Is not used for class- 
rooms at the present 

In 1942, a bam was built on 
the hort farm of the same old 
stone. The buildings are de- 
signed to look as if they bad 
there for years. Dr. Plck- 



Ucipatlon. Previously the nut

Union Shows $172 
Profit This Year 

MC The Temporary Student Union has deposited 
$25,398.99 during its first six-month period of opera- 
tion, according to figures just released by Murlin Hod- 
gell, Student Union Finan ce Chairman. 

* However, total expenses 
for the same period have 
been $25,225.96, leaving a 
net cash balance of 
$172.03. The largest single 
item of expense has been 
salaries, which amounted 
to 78 per cent of the gross 
profit, Hodgell said. 

Organised for Students 
The Union, organised and 
largely managed by students, 
is intended as a non-proftt 
service for students until the 
long-heralded permanent Stu- 
dent Union can be built. No 
funds Intended for the per- 
manent Union, including the 
85 activity fee assessed each 
student every semester, have 
been used in the operation of 
the temporary structure. 

The Temporary Union, which 
opened Its doors for the first 
time last October 25, is housed 
in a surplus army recreation 
building obtained from the 
government. 

The furniture and initial 
operating equipment were pur- 
chased from donations total- 
ing $4,780. Of that sum. $4,000 
came from the College emer- 
gency fund, $300 from the In- 
tel fraternity Council, $440 
from the Student Council, $15 
from Amlcossembly and $5 
from Prix. The May Inventory 
was $758.16. Hodgell said.

A step In the right direction toward 
making it possible for Negroes to partici- 
pate in Kansas State athletics has been 
made by -Blue Key, national honorary 
fraternity for senior men. 

The question of whether Negroes 
Should be allowed to participate In Big 
Seven athletics has long been a pressing 
question. Student bodies of Kansas State 
College, the University of Kansas, the 
University of Nebraska, the University of 
Colorado and Iowa State College have all 
taken a definite stand that Negro ath- 
letes be allowed to participate in athletic 
competition on equal basis with white 
students. Both the Universities of Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma have held firm to 
their stand that Negroes will not even 
be allowed on the campus. 

But until last week, when Blue Key 
revealed its intention to aid Negro ath- 
letics, nothing more had been done about 
the matter. 

Although Negro athletes have never 
been barred from athltlc competition at 
Kansas State there never has been one 
who has made a varsity squad. College 
athletic officials say that several have 
tried out for various teams but have 
never made the grade. 

At the present time there are several 
outstanding Negro athletes in Kansas 
high schools. Such topnotch competitors 
as Bill Baker, hard-driving Manhattan 
fullback; Herb Clark, shifty back and 
certainly no track slouch from Junction 
City, and Clarence Jernigan, Wichita 
East's star sprint man would be a defi- 
nite asset to Kansas State athletics.

The hobby began in 1939. 
when Doctor Payne obtained 
a* pair of peafowl from a Calif- 
ornia breeder. His purpose in 
starting the hobby was to im- 
prove; some of the peafowl's 
characteristics. The normal 
egg production of a peafowl Is 
from three to seven eggs a 
year. One of Payne's hens 
Isyed 26 eggs in one year. This 
Is thought to be a record pro- 
duction. Doctor Payne said.

The veterans administration 
has outlined the procedures to 
be followed by veterans now in 
college who wish to study abroad 
during the summer months, ac- 
cording to Orval Ebberts, Col- 
lege veterans service officer. 

Veterans must first get a let- 
ter of acceptance from the VA 
along with a supplemental cer- 
approved foreign institution 
tificate of eligibility from the 
VA regional office. 

The letter of acceptance and 
supplemental certificate must 
then be presented to the State 
Department to obtain passports 
and visas. Veterans must pay 
their own transportation costs. 

The veterans administration 
strongly recommends that for- 
eign study be in a country In 
which the VA has an Attache 
for Veterans Affairs. These in- 
clude Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Belgium, Britain, Mexico, 
France, Switzerland and Italy.

During 1946-47 more than 
40,000 students went through 
the clinic, an average of six vis- 
its from each student in school. 
They receivad over 30,000 shots 
for colds, hay fever and other 
ailments, Dr. Snook disclosed.

Prather Aims at Berth 
oti U.S. Olympic Team 



It's vacation time lor 
school time for others but for 
Big Roland Prather. Kansas 
State's weight tossing expert, 
it's Olympic time. Prather is 
spending these warm spring 
days in intense preparation for 
the Olympic Tryouts later this 
month and, he hopes, the 
Olympic Games in London. 

Prather, although only a 
sophomore, has been track 
coach Ward Haylett's top point 
getter in track meets for the 
past two years. He has set a 
stack of new records during 
that time and if he keeps im- 
proving at his present rate it 
wilt probably take a quarto 
volume to publish all his re- 
cords by the time he graduates. 
At the present time he holds 
more than 25 records including 
some that he has broken as 
many as three times. 

Last year as a freshman the 
big fellow won a berth on the 
All -American track team for 
outstanding performances in 
the discus throw. This year 
at the Big Seven Track Meet 
at Lincoln. Neb., he was pre- 
sented with the Shulte Award 
as the outstanding athlete in 
the meet. At that meet he set a 
new conference record in the 
discus at 157 feet 1-2 Inch, and 
a new shot put record of 53 
feet 2 and 7-8 inches. 

During this season he also 
set new records In the discus 
throw at the Iowa State dual, 
the Missouri dual, the Colorado 
Relays and the Kansas U. dual 
meets.

Former Power Plant Smoke-Stack' 
Is Tom Down bv Daredevil Wrecker

The f old octagonal smoke 
stack south of the shops has 
weathered Its last storm. It 
has been a contrary structure 
for some ttmej occasionally a 
little dangerous. Bricks have 
frequently fawn through roofs 
of near-by buildings and for 
several years the chimney has 
toward the 



"If the stack had fallen, it 
would have gone right through 
the shop building." R. F. Ging- 
rich, superintendent of build- 
ing and repair, declared. "The 
top was cracked and the mor- 
tar gone from most of the 
bricks." 

The stack has not been in 
use since 1938, when the pres- 
ent power plant was put Into 
operation. 

Wrecking the stack was Quite 
a problem. It could not be 
knocked down because it was 
too close to other buildings. 
Dynamiting was out of the 
question. Bo a contract was 
let to the Champney Water- 
proofing Company of Topeka. 
To Oeorge Campney the task 
was simple, but It Involved a 
lot ot hard work. 

First, a ladder was con- 
structed from two by sixes. It 
had to be built In sections In- 
side the chimney. That part 



to get water occasionally. The 
heal doesn't bother us, though." 

To see them working around 
the stack, seemingly oblivious 
of any danger, they look like 
men of Iron. And that's not 
far from wrong, as Champney s 
experiences will bear out. 

When the Nazarene church 
burned In Topeka, he was giv- 
en the Job of wrecking the 
structure. While working on a 
sable. 68 feet In the air. he 
lost his footing and fell, land- 
ing on Uv- debris insick- the 



building. Death certainly was 
not around that dav, because 
he walked a*ay uninjured and 
soon was hack on the 10b. 

The first Job he contracted 
was calking and coping an 
eight story building. He fell 
this time, too, and the only 
thing that saved him was the 
gutter on the fifth otory. which 
he grabbed In the nick of time. 
He hit his head while falling 
and 12 sltlches were required to 
close the cut. he wns back on 
the Job an hour later. 



Then the dangerous Job of 
removing the thousand -pound 
cast Iron cap confronted the 
men and trouble Intervened. A 
rope was tied to the cap to 
guide it down, but the wind di- 
verted It to the roof of a stor- 
age building. It went on 
through to the basement where 
It shattered into a thousand 
pieces. 

The top of thhe chimney was 
nine bricks thick and narrowed 
down to two beneath the cap. 
At the base .the thickness was 
about five bricks. Champney 
and his only helper on this Job, 
BUI Oerhart of Topeka, esti- 
mate they averaged 20 feet a 
day In tearing down the chlm 

L *t hard to

part of the Job was getting 
them to fall free of 
Ing buildings, 
placed on roofs for protection, 
but a large cnunk would have 
gone on through 
says. The men worked 
the top. standing on the ledge 
and on the ladder rungs. The 
ladder was dismantled as they 
worked downward. 

Work at the top In this type 
of Job is limited to a few hours 
at a time. "We could go all 
day if we didn't get thirsty," 
Champney declares, "but there 
is to much dust that we have

In a progress report released 
yesterday, Weatherbie named 
the tentative committees which 
will be most active at the con- 
ference. The Social and Recre- 
ation Committee will study 
problems concerned with the 
Student union, National Stu- 
dents Association, and the All- 
College Open House; the Stu- 
dent-Faculty Relations Com- 
mittee confers on campus park- 
ing, student re-lnstatement, 
and cheating; the Intramural 
Committee will look into the 
intramural activities. 

Other committees are the 
Curriculum. Orientation, and 
Pre -Enrollment Committee, to 
work on questions dealing with 
general curriculum, pre-enroll- 
ment, and counseling and 
orientation; the Public Rela- 
tons Committee, which will 
deeal with the News Bureau, 
radio station KSAQ programs, 
and bulletin boards on and a- 
round the campus; and the 
Undergraduate Employ meat 
and Graduate Pacement Com- 
mittee, which will discuss plans 
for centralization of files of 
Kansas State students, in or- 
der to facilitate classification 
for employment purposes. All 
business not handled by the 
committees, will be adopted In 
the form of general resolutions 
at the conclusion of the con- 
ference.

Again in 1947, the or- 
ganization held Its annual 
meeting at the same place. 

'While comparatively new to 
the college," Weatherbie said, 
"the SPC has established It- 
self as a necessary and vitally 
Interesting organization." "The 
prime purposes of the com- 
mittee are basic with every stu- 
dent who is interested In the 
college. The most important of 
thesec oncepts is the accurate 
and thorough interpretation of 
student opinion and ultimate 
striving to bring about effec- 
tive results along those lines." 
the chairman explained. "In 
addition, it Is the purpose of 
the Student Planning Commit- 
tee to stimulate student par- 
ticipation in all extra-curricu- 
lar activities. This, however, 
does not constitute an attempt 
by the committee to govern 
campus activities, but merely 
to make recommendations as 
it may see fit to do." 

Weatherbie estimated the at- 
tendance for this year's camp 
at about 100 people, to Include 
those who have already sub- 
mitted their names as mem- 
bers.

New Students Violate 
Catnpus Traffic Laws 

Many summer school students have gotten tickets 
for Illegal parking on the campus according to Dean 
Rodney Babcock. He believes that most of the offend- 
ers are new students who are not familiar with the pres- 
ent traffic regulations. 

The present rules for opera- * ' 

tion and parking of motor ve- 
hicles on the campus were put 
into effect last September. 
Due to the huge Increase In 
the number of student-owned 
vehicles, the administration de- 
cided that more stringent reg- 
ulations were in order. 

Traffic violations are severe- 
ly dealt with. A student Is 
warned for the first offense, 
put on probation for the sec- 
ond and suspended for a third 
violation. Faculty members 
are warned for one violation, 
put on probation for two, given 
a leave without pay for three 
and dismissed for a fourth of- 
fense. 

Following are a few import- 
ant excerpts from the traffic 
rules: 

I. Motor vehicles may be 
parked on the campus only in 
accord with posted traffic con- 
trol signs. No vehicle should 
be parked so as to interfere 
with normal vehicular or ped- 
estrian traffic or with en- 
trances or exits to parking 
areas. The limitations as to 
reserved areas and limited time 
parking do not apply between 
5 p. m. and 7 a. m. or on Sat- 
urday afternoons, Sundays or 
holidays.

All 
you have to do Is fail to obey a few 
simple rules— driving rules. 

Of course It may not be you that dis- 
regards the rules. It may be— and fre- 
quently is— the other driver's fault. Man- 
hattan and surrounding cities have seen 
several gruesome accidents In the last 
week. In every case, one driver could 
very truly say that the other driver was 
at fault. But the accidents did happen. 

As you get this paper, there are six 
P*opIe In the Manhattan hospital as a 
direct result of automobile accidents. 
Three others hove been released — and 
are still recovering. The hospital reports 
that several others have been treated for 
cuts and bruises, but were not confined 
within the hospital. All this happened 
this week. 

Students Not Involved 

Luckily, none of the local accidents 
this week Involved College students In 
fact, very few of the serious accidents in 
the past year have Involved College stu- 
dents. We are Droud of this record. Last 
semester nearly one student in every 
three enrolled owned a car and brought 
It to school. For the most part, they were 
sane and cautious drivers. 

The city of Manhattan was recently 
awarded a placque for being the safest 
eitv of its class in the state. We think 
this Is most commendable. We believe 
that College students, as well as local 
residents, had a definite part in earning 
this recognition. Credit should be given 
where credit is due. 

The Collegian feels that this credit has 
not been Riven. In reporting the award, 
n local paper quoted Mr. C. A. Burliew, 
Manhattan businessman and chairman 
of the Chamber of Commerce safetv com- 
mittee. Mr. Burliew, according to the re- 
port, said "the success of the safety cam- 
paigns have been due to the fine cooper- 
ation and unselfish effort of members of 
Manhattan's civic clubs and other organ- 
izations." Nn mention of the thousands 
of automobile drivers, or for that matter, 
of the men, women and children who 
have been careful in walking rules. No 
mention of an exceptional student safety 
record. (The city's police chief did give 
credit to "the city's automobile drivers 
and pedestrians.") 

Mis-quoted or Thoughtless? 

We wonder if our brother newsmen 

c ould have mis-quoted Mr, Burliew or 

if he really made such an asinine state- 
ment. We, too, believe that the Chamber 
of Commerce and other organizations 
have worked hard for safety. But they 
are not alone tn their efforts. 

Every student can be proud of our 
safetv record. But it must be remem- 
bered that you can't get your name in 
the paper for being a safe driver, Go 
ahead and break a rule— take a chance 
We'll print the story.

Often at national meetings of college 
administrators I hear the question, "How 
much of a voice should students have in 
determining the program and policy of 
the College?" 

On many collepe campuses I find thev 
have none. On other campuses individ- 
ual students and student organizations 
make limited recommendations to their 
administration. At some schools such 
recommendations are tossed into the 
wastebasket. but at others they are con- 
sidered fullv and often they are put into 
effect. On still a few other campuses stu- 
dents are included in the working groups 
engaged in formulating the program of 
the college. Not many colleges follow 
this last practice, but it seems to me that 
for a truly democratic institution thb 
practice permits the student viewpoint to 
be heard and considered at the time it 
is most needed. 

Much of the work and planning for 
activities of this College is handled by 
committees. Faculty members of our 
ull-Cnllege committees are appointed by 
the President, a iter consulting with the 
deans and other staff members. Last 
year, acting upon the advice of the Stu- 
dent Planning Conference the President 
Increased the number of students on 
most of these all-College committees tc 
two. and the students he appointed were 
recommended by the Student Council. 

From all over the campus we have had 
favorable reports concerning the conttri- • 
butions these students have made in the * 
i committee work. This year again stu- 
I dents will be Included on the member- 
Iship lists of all-College committees, with 
•favorable reports concerning the contri- 
the exception that they will contribute 
the College. 

When the committee lists are publish- 
ed it seems to me that most students will 
wish to identify the student members on 
each committee, and then discuss their 
own ideas with these student committee- 
men concerning the problems confront- 
ing the committee. As a matter of fact 
these student committee members are 
pretty important people. They will keep 
on being important, too, just as long as 
they continue to reflect the viewpoint of 
most of the students.

Physical Exams 
Offered Children 

Elementary school children 
may have free physical exami- 
nations today at Woodrow Wil- 
son school, according to Dr. 
Abby Marlatt. nutrition clinic 
leader. 

The examinations, at the re- 
quest of parents, are made 
possible by the Kansas State 
Board of Health, the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station at 
the College and the Riley 
County Medical Society. 

The clinic here is part of a 
nutrition study conducted at 
Woodrow Wilson school this 
spring. Similar studies are In 
progress In other regions of the 
United States and will be made 
in other Kansas schools during 
the next five years Dr. Mar- 
latt said. 

The free examinations are 
primarily for children who par- 
ticipated in the Wooarow Wil- 
son study but parents of other 
children may contact the Riley 
county health department or 
Dr. Marlatt to make arrange- 
ments for the examinations.

0. U. Professor 
Tells Assembly 
Culture Present 

Although people in the 
west lived in sod houses 
they did have a certain 
amount of culture, Edward 
Everett Dale, policeman, 
cowboy, author and re- 
search professor of his- 
tory at the University of 
Oklahoma, told students 
and faculty members at 
the first summer assembly 
Friday. 

Despite the fact the home 
was built or sod or logs it 
usually overlooked a place of 
beauty and with the addition 
of a few shrubs, vines and 
flowers became as much a 
place of beauty to the settlers 
as our homes of today. 

Interior decorations were 
provided by both husband and 
wife, the Oklahoma historian 
said. The husband contributed 
his bit by carving pieces of 
furniture and the wife fur- 
nished fine linens, from the 
east, crotchetlng and patch- 
work quilts which added to the 
beauty of the home. 

Two types of musical instru- 
ments existed in general on 
the Western frontier, the Jews 
harp and the French harp ac- 
companied by the wailing of 
the family dog. Each commu- 
nity always had one gifted 
musician who played the fiddle 
during community gatherings. 

The works of literature from 
the pioneers consisted chiefly 
of the tall tales of the frintier. 
"Two-gun" Dale, as he Is 
of the tall ales of the frontier, 
friends. The few books that did 
exist were read over and over 
and were sometimes the cause 
of the burnt offerings that 
wives placed before the family 
as a meal. Dale said. Sheets of 
news and newspapers that were 
printed were read from begin- 
ning to end. Dale told that 
many frontier children learned 
to read by studying advertise- 
ments and took great pride In 
reading receipts.

Alfalfa dehydrating experi- 
ments now underway here on 
the campus may save thou- 
sands of dollars to the farmers 
of the state, according to Prof. 
William H. Honstead, head of 
the chemical engineering de- 
partment. The experiments, 
financed by the Kansas Indus- 
are conducted to the chemical 
engineering building by Col- 
lege staff members. 

John Koegle, graduate re- 
search assistant, is in charge of 
the alfalfa project. Assisting 
Koegle are Professor Honstead 
and Dean Braden, assistant 
professor in the department. 

"We are attempting to dis- 
cover the effect upon the rate 
of drying." Professor Honstead 
explained, "of moisture con- 
tent of the alfalfa, the tem- 
perature of the gasses involved, 
the air velocity, and the rate 
of rotation of the cylinder." 

'When we have done this," 
he said, "the Quality of the 
dried alfalfa will be correlated 
with this other data." 

"We arc doing all of our ex- 
perimental work in the base- 
ment of the chemical engineer- 
ing building," Professor Hon- 
stead added, on a pilot model 
of an actual dehydrator. plans 
for which were designed here 
at the College." 

Stressing the importance of 
alfalfa meal as feed. Professor 
Honstead said. "Alfalfa meal 
Is an important source of caro- 
tene, and the retention of this 
essential material is a factor of 
prime Importance to the con- 
ducting of these experiments." 

"The experiments, begun in 
194*, will continue for some 
time," according to the pro-

Laboratory in time for the 
spring semester, according to 
a n announcement yesterday by 
W. B. Duncan, state super- 
vising architect. The new 
building will replace the former 
quarters for research equip- 
ment, which was destroyed by 
fire in 1041. 

As a result of the fire the 
Kansas Legislature appro- 
priated $125,000 to construct a 
replacement building. War was 
soon declared, and the recon- 
struction program was tempo- 
rarily abandoned. A new start 
on the building began last fall. 
Progress was hindered by ft 
shortage of materials and ris- 
ing costs. An additional grant 
of ITS. 000 was voted by the 
legislature from the Kansas 
Educational Fund, 

Location or the new Small

The structure Is to be com- 
pletely waterproof and fire- 
proof and it will be air-condi- 
tioned throughout. Plans call 
for a special internal Incinera- 
tor for the disposal or dear) 
animals. 

Research workers of the 
Kansas Agriculture Experi- 
ment Station, as well as the 
College will use the laboratory 
facilities. Five different type? 
of studies will be carried on In 
the new building. They In- 
clude genetics, nutrition, par- 
lstology, endocrinology and 
bacteriology.

to Pay Dividend 

By VERNE L. KEJLLEY 

(Ed. note: Mr. Kelley was recently appointed 
Contact Representative on the Campus for the 
Veteran's Administration succeeding former re- 
presentative William Burkholder. The premium 
plans announced this week by the V.A. will 
affect many students and faculty members.) 

This article is In response to numerous in- 
quiries concerning payment of dividends on 
National Service Life Insurance. Information 
is very meager at this time therefore these re- 
marks are somewhat general. 

NSU is mutual insurance. Premium pay- 
ments are deposited in a separate NSU fund. 
The money is Invested in government securities, 
the Interest earned by these Investments is 
added to the fund. Death claims are paid from 
this NSU fund, sufficient reserves must be kept 
In Uie fund to pay all probable future death 
claims. Anything above this amount may from 
time to time be declared surplus. The usual 
practice in mutual insurance Is to return this 
surplus to policy holders to the form of divid- 
ends. 

The Veterans Administration haw declared 
several times that It wanted to pay a dividend, 
and would as sown as it could be determined 
that the fund would contain a surplus, 
amount of the surplus, and to whom It 
be paid. ThU depended to a large extent on a 
which was ruled on by the United States 
Court Just hut week. Until ibis 
Supreme Court ruling the V. A. could not figure 
the extent of its liability on existing policies. 
Now that the liability has been fixed the V. A 
can determine what the surplus will be and 

Working On Payments 

The V. A. is now working on a dividend scale, 
this scale Is to be used In figuring dividend pay- 
ments to the men and women who carried Q-I 
insurance. The V.A. will have to apply this 
scale to each of the more than 19 million 
separate insurance policies carried by approxi- 
mately 15 million veterans. 

The amount of dividend to the veterans will 
be based on the amount of insurance carried, 
the period of time that It remained in force, 
and the age of the Insured when the insurance 
was Issued. TUe V.A. will proceed with the 
long tedious process of applying the scale to 
each of the 19 million accounts. 

Last weeks Issue of the Kansas State Col- 
legian gave the enrollment of veterans In 
mer school of over 11M, it la 
most of these veterans will 
dividend. Veterans should not 
dividend checks in the next few day's or week! 
Due to all the computing, cheeking and recbeck 
Ing, the distributing or checks Is still a matter 
of months.

Mac Is officially registered on 
the tax records as J. L. MeKin- 
ley, of 1033 Laramie.

. shoes, towels, "white gear," and 
athletes. Here, for the past 
13 years, he has issued all of 
the athletic equipment used in 
football, baseball and track. 

Before becoming the coach- 
es' right-hand and the athlete's 
helping hand. Mac owned and 
operated retail establishments 
of various kinds. These were 
principally grocery stores, dry 
goods or department stores.

A look at an All- American's 
records. performances and 
training schedule might place 
a ray of light on how a cham- 
pion is born. 

Rollln Tiny" Prather. 230 
pound Ail-American track star 
from Kansas State has the 
amazing performance of 
breaking 24 collegiate records, 
receiving three Big Seven shot 
put titles and one discus title, 
and gaining one national UUe 
while In only two years of com- 
petitive varsity track at Kan- 
sas State. 

High School Performance 

Prather first gained national 
recognition as a track star 
while attending Eureka High 
School, Eureka, Ks. While at 
Eureka. Prather set the Kansas 
State high school record in the 
discus and was placed on Look 
magazine's annual High School 
All -American Track Team. 
Other high school records were 
at the Predonla Relays, shot 
put; the Eureka Regional meet, 
discus; and the Tri Valley shot 
put record. 

Prather's first desire to put 
the shot was while he was tak- 
ing a state scholarship test in 
his sophomore year in high 
school. After taking the test, 
Prather ventured over to the 
state track meet, being held in 
the same city. From thereon, 
he decided he was going to be 
a shot puter. 

Tosses Rock 

He started by tossing rocks 
on his parents' ranch near Eu- 
reka. He gained more practice 
the summer after school was 
out by tossing rocks In his 
spare time. His rock-tossing 
paid off in his 




when he placed second in the 
shot put with a 46 foot toss at 
the state track meet. After 
another summer's practice of 
rock tossing, Prather was toss- 
ing the shot over 60 feet at 
the end of his high school 



It didn't take long for 
Prather to gain collegiate 
recognition. In his freshman 
year, he was well started on 
his record-breaking 
State career. As a 
this year, he was chosen as the 
outstanding Big Seven track- 
ster at the Big Seven meet in 
Lincoln, receiving the Shulte 
award for this feat. 

The time texture of a cham- 
pion shows in Prather by his 
ability to give his best per-

Wann-Up Procedure 

Prather always warms up for 

30 minutes and rests for five I 
minutes before entering the| 
shot put ring. 

His warm up procedure in- j 
eludes three or four laps 
around the track and then a 
list of strenuous exercises 
which loosens his muscular 
body from the tight tension of 
nervousness and coldness. He 
strives to give his best per- 
formance In his early tosses, 
both in the shot put and dis- 
cus. This places a pressure on 
his competitors and keeps him 
on his toes each time his 
turn rolla around. 

Prather lias a good chance 
of placing on the United States 
Olympic track team this month 
at the Chicago tryouts. Fon- 
ville of Michigan University 
and Wasser of Illinois Univers- 
ity are the only two in the 
U. S. who have bettered 
Prather's mark In the shot this 
year. Prather beat Wasser at 
the Kansas University Relays 
earlier tills year. By the latest 
Olympic Committee's rating. 
Prather was rated third in the 
shot put and second in the 
discus. The Olympic Commit- 
tee rates national stars weekly 
to preparation for the Chcago 
tryouts this month. Prather's 
performances for the last two 
years will be weighed by the 
committee in choosing the 
weight stars to be entered by 
the U. S. Olympic track team. 
Prather has already received 
the blanks and forms to be 
filed in the event that he 
places a berth on the Olympic 
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Draft 

Look for the newest in coach- 
ing lamentations to be com- 
ing out soon in connection with 
the impending draft law. It's 
bad enough that a lot of fu- 
ture Wildcat football rebuild- 
ing material will probobly be 
lost for awhile, but take a look 
at what it can do to our basket- 
ball roster next year.

Should another 1.37 Inches 
of rain fall before midnight 
tonight, the record for rain In 
any month of the year will be 
broken. In May of 1903. 12.97 
inches of rain was measured 
here. That year a flood struck 
Manhattan that has not been 
equalled during the 93 years 
since 1855 wnen records were 
first kept here. 

The wettest June prior to 
this year was 1908. Despite 
the fact that this year's re- 
cord rainfall has come almost 
entirely ln the last half of the 
month, no serious flood seems 
likely here at present. Z. R. 
Hook, the river observer, re- 
ports that although the Blue 
and Kaw rivers are both very 
full. they are still below flood 
stage. The Blue Is already re- 
ceding with no large amount 
of water 

The Kaw. however, will 
ably remain high for 
days as Its tributaries are all 
carrying heavy run-offs. 

A flash flood on Sand Creek 
four miles east of Manhattan 
caused Highway 40 to be clos- 
ed several hours Monday 
morning. The overflow also 
washed out a stretch of the 
Union Pacific's track and re- 
pairs were necessary to re- 
store normal rail traffic. 

Rains during the past two 
weeks have been very general 
over the state although most 
areas have not rcetved as 
much rain as Manhattan. The 
wheat harvest in this area and 
elsewhere has been delayed 
and serious losses are expect- 
ed If dry weather dosen't set 
in soon.

We once dated a girl who kept a "cus- 
sin' Jar." It was an ordinary fruit-Jar, 
with a slot in the top. Every time a guest 
blurted out with sultry phrasing she ran 
for the jar and collected a 25-cent fine. 
Yes, we once dated her — or should we 
say dated once? She got a lot of quarters 
but she t;hed potential husbands like the 
well known duck. 

Fifteen years ago, a neighboring town 
to the rast achieved quite a reputation. 
The town fathers discovered a delightful 
nrw source of income — one that did not 
come directly out of the taxpayer's 
pocket. They employed a town marshal! 
who spent the day parked beside the busy 
highway which was the main thorough- 
fare of the community. He arrested (and 
ultimately fined) every passing stranger 
who ventured through the town a mile 
nr two per hour faster than the local 
laws prescribed. 

That was at least fifteen years ago, but 
we still remember the town. We know 
others who swear that they have never 
spent a cent in the town since the policy 
started. People don't forget 

The "little town to the east" is not alone 
in its reputation. There are such ill-re- 
puted villages to the west, north and 
math. Although coast-to-coast highways 
pass through the very heart of their 
business districts, they are still villages. 
They do not benefit from the thousands 
of passing gasoline-hungry cars and tens 
of thousands of tired and hungry tour- 
ists. They have a reputation for frequent 
arrests on petty charges. Of course, they 
<rot n lot of quarters.

The city of Manhattan is goine "quar- 
ter-crazy" with its cussin' jar. Why? 

The amazing flurry of police activity 
apparently began about a week ago, fol- 
lowing a severe reprimand from the 
Chamber of Commerce. One thing is cer- 
tain. There is no need for further repri- 
mand of the police department of Man- 
hattan for inactivity. 

But what about the extremely high 
percentage of out-of-town arrests? Ac- 
cording to the report carried in one Man- 
hattan paper, 21 out of 31 police actions 
were for drivers having no Manhattan 
address. The tickets issued were not 
warnings or "guest tickets" as are issued 
to tourists in so many cities. 

This situation does concern College 
students. Many are residents of the city, 
who would like to see the city grow and 
maintain a reputation as a friendly city 
. . . welcoming business and visitors who 
benefit that business. Those who do not 
live here permanently are still subject to 
quicker arrest in surrounding towns a: 



a direct result of the "unfriendly atti- 
tude" shown by the law enforcement 
agencies in Manhattan. 

We do not know the reason for this 
situation. Surely there are not that per- 
centage of out-of-town violators in pro- 
portion to the homegrown crop. Setting 
up a series of pure suppositions, we say 
that 1) IF the police department Is ar- 
resting violators in that proportion, then 
they are hurting the efforts of the 
Chamber of Commerce far more than the 
Chamber hurt the police department 
2) IF the police are arresting a greater 
number of Manhattan violators than ap- 
pears on the surface, then somewhere 
along the line the charges are being drop- 
ped against local residents and not for 
the passing "guests" we see listed so pro- 
fusely. 3) IF anyone can prove that 
neither of these cases exists, we'll 
promptly print both the proof and our 
apologies. 

We believe in law enforcemeent. It is 
a necessity in any growing community. 
The increased number of arrests are a 
good thing. They should help to make 
both the city and the campus a safer 
place in which to live. But we do not 
believe in "cussin' jars" and we know 
hundreds of persons who agree with us.

A student Is not admitted to 
Kansas State College later than 
ten days after the opening of a 
semester, except by 
permission of his dean 
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Where are we going educationally? 
Have we lost sight of the presupposi- 
tions on which the university was estab- 
lished? Are our colleges merely glorified 
trade schools? Why are students unable 
to think their way through a problem? 

Among a group of college students 
from the mid -west area, I found the 
amazing lack of the ability to think logi- 
cally about present day situations. For 
example in a speech built upon the idea 
that the solution for the present day 
problems is a planned economy complete 
with nationa; ownership of utilities and 
all forms of agrian endeavor I was 
shocked and amazed to witness the blintf 
acceptance of these ideals. Not one of 
the 300 students asked the speaker a 
question. 

Students Not Thinkers 

Apparently one of two things may be 
assumed, either that this approach is 
acceptable and desirable as far as the 
group is concerned or that little or no 
thinking was done by the group. I prefer 
to assume that there was little thinking 
done. A written survey of this group in- 
dicated that they favored the capitalistic 
system and placed definite emphasis 
upon private enterprise and fewer gov- 
ernmental controls of business. Second- 
ly, in another speech the speaker advo- 
cated free enterprise and complete free- 
dom from government interference in all 
matters. Again no questions were asked 
and complete acceptance seemed to be 
shown. 

Students Immature 
Secularization of the university and 
its faculty is responsible for the imma- 
ture and unfinished products leaving our 
colleges today. Professors for the most 
part maintain a neutral path which, In ft 
mv opinion, does not build an integral 
college. An integral college must have 
a unity in its community life and an in- 
tegrity which attempts to analyze the 
whole truth, dispelling, all- dishonest

This certainly can not be accomplish- 
ed when students do not think past the 
facts and text book statements received 
during the class room period. As you 
will note, memorizing and repeating the 
facts accurately is all that is required 
to set a letter grade in most courses. The 
regurgitating of information does not 
teacrTthe student to think logically and 
clearly. It seems to me that this process 
Is the path of least resistance and a 
neutral, almost negative approach to 
higher education. 

Guidance Wasted 
Much emphasis has been placed on 
vocational guidance and counseling but 
this is wasted unless the student finds 
the deeper and fundamental basis of 
work. It is very necessary and essential 
that the student pursue a vocation that 
is In line with his appitudes and abilities 
but the deener values of self satisfaction, 
service to God and man must not be 
over looked. 

I do not mean to advocate that any 
particular confession be taught nor do I 
advocate a required chapel, nor do I 
mean to say that Christianity has a cor- 
ner on good behavior. In short, college 
education should aim at an integral sys- 
tem for the individual and enable him to 
see related parts and associate them with 
a panoramic view of life. 

A college education must find basic 
values on which to stand. A college edu- 
cation must give purpose and meaning 
to life. It must explore not only the im- 
mediate values but the deeper human 
values. If we can not do this is a college, 
we have failed the students and have 
failed the world

Smartweeds that had been 
permitted to grow in straw- 
berries set out March 25 were 
wiped out completely by the 
chemical.

Buying A Curriculum?

Every college student has a right to 
find out, some way or other, whether the 
curriculum he invests in and the teach- 
ers administering it are going to make of 
him a quiz kid, a skilled operator, or a 
thinker. 

Carelessly speaking, a curriculum is a 
flock of college courses tabulated on 
some page of the college catalog and 
showing, or pretending to show, the stu- 
dent what he is going to get for the 
money and the four rather important 
years that he invests. 

Courses offer information, vocational 
or cultural skills, or training in thinking, 
or combinations of the three. In the 
whole curriculum and the courses com- 
prising It favor any one of the three 
offerings too heavily, the other two of- 
ferings—and the victim— suffer. Also 
too heavily. 

Every college student should take time 
out to realize soberly that the curriculum 
he invests in costs him four to six years 
plus two to maybe ten thousand dollars. 
Obviously he should ponder it. So should 
his parents. Somebody besides the folks 
who herded it together and squeezed It 
on that page in the college catalog 
shoidd think about It, for they, being 
human, may have been unduly pre- 
judiced in favor of mere facts, mere skills, 
or mere thinking. 

If a fellow, or a girl, can wangle 
enough information and enough know- 
how from his curriculum to work his way 
through life to good advantage, and if 
he gets his thinking brightened up to 
the point where he can function as a 
good, positive citizen of this One World, 
he or she has probably made what you 
might call a good "deal"

Chalk Talk

A situation has developed as a result of recent 
action by the Big Seven faculty representatives that 
can easily cause a break-up of the newly formed con- 
ference. The future of the conference isn't in the hands 
of the faculty dads now, but rather the responsibility 
rests on the shoulders of the leaders of Kansas Uni- 
versity, an eminent member of the association. Its 
leaders have decided to defy the decision on eligibility 
that passed the ruling body in May. 

In effect, here is the rein- -

lerpretaUon. right or wrong, 
that was voted in by the fac- 
ulty representatives : Any ath- 
lete, entering, a Big Seven 
school prior or subsequent to 
May. 1947 shall be entitled to 
but three years of vanity com- 
petition. Two years of Junior 
college , and onei of varsity 
participation aa a freshman 
shall each be considered as 
one year of varsity competi- 
tion. Until this measure was 
renewed ( It was pre-war rule) 
the conference was permitting 

tltlon. y * 

K. U. considers the reinter- 
pletation as "retroactive and 
discriminatory" on the basis 
of commitments made to the 
athletes entering before May, 
1947. Undoubtedly it is fight- 
ing for its players who have 
been led to believe they would 
been entitled to four years of 
play. That is admirable. Pres- 
ident Elsenhiwer went to bat 
for a K-State athlete counted 
ineligible under the same rul- 
ing. But he decided to go along 
with the men who make the 
rules. Chancellor Mallot of K. 
U„ backed by the Kansas 
Board of Regents and the 
Governor, has decided to go 
against these men. Where will 
it lead? Someone has to give 
ground or the conference can 
split at the seams. If K. U. 
holds on and the conference 
rives in, the result is another 
loss of prestige for its ruling 
authority. 

Victor and Vanquished 

The K. U. leaders have de- 
cided to place their Institu- 
tion and their football for- 
tunes above the conference 
Tilling. If conference teams 
suffer athletic losses at the 
hands of the Jayhawkers they 
have a right to demand for- 
feits. K. U. will consider It- 
self the victor no matter if the 
others consider it the van- 
quished. The results of pro- 
tested games will go Into the 
Kansas archives as victories. 
It may consider itself cham- 
pion while six other schools 
consider it last place In rec- 
ord and what is more Import- 
ant, sportsmanship. 

You may remember way 
back In 1948 when K. U. made 
a loud noise over the eligibil- 
ity of a certain K-State bas- 
ketball player. We asked for 
and got a clean bill of health 
on that player. Again the rul- 
ers' decision might have been 
wrong. But everyone except 
K. U. was satisfied with it. 

Bob Delllnger, sporta editor 
of the Dally Kansas at that 
tune, put It this way In his 

paper. * If Kansas Stale 

does win the championship. It 
will leave an all-time black 
mark on the first- year record 
of the new conference. It cer- 
tainly will be a step In the 
wrong direction for the new 
league if the first place title 
Is won in opposition to con- 
ference statutes." What re- 
verberations these, hallowed 
walls have! 

Back to the Right 
We can arjgJeal to the K. U. 
men to put aside their threats. 
We can ask them to come back 
to the right and help make 
this the top conference in the 
nation. We can congratulate 
them on fighting for what 
they think is right. We can 
advise them to abide by the de- 
cLiion«i of the majority. We 
can realize the majority is 
not always right, But you've 
got to have a ruling body with 
some authority. And we'd like 
to advise the Governor of

Appointment of Dr. Ralph E. 
Bilker as head of the Depart- 
ment of Chemistry at Kansas 
State College, effective August 
1. was announced today by 
President Milton S. Eisenhower. 

Dr. Silker has been director 
of research for the J- W, Small 
Company. Inc.. Kansas City. 
Mo. He also had charge of six 
control laboratories for the 
company. The J. W. Smxll 
Company Is one of the largest 
alfalfa dehydrating companies 
in the country. 

Silker was a member of the 
Kansas State College staff 
from 1941 to 1945 when he ac- 
cepted the Kansas City posi- 
tion. He came here as an In- 
structor in organic chemistry 
from Nebraska State Teachers 
College, Chadron, where he was 
professor of chemistry. In 1MJ 
he was named assistant profes- 
sor of organic chemistry anil 
assistant chemist of the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station 
here. 

While with the ag experiment 
station. Dr. Silker collaborated 
with W. G. Schrenk. associate 
professor of chemistry, and Dr. 
H. H. King, former department 
head. In research on ' many 
phases of alfalfa dehydration. 
The three are co-authors of 
several publications dealing 
with dehydration ol alfalfa. 

Dr. Silker was graduated 
from the University of Dubuque 
(Iowav in 1927. He was granted 
a master of science degree in 
1931 and the PhD degree in 
1934 from the University of 
Iowa. Iowa City. 

The year he earned his doc- 
tor's degree Silker went to 
Doane College. Crete, Nebr., as 
professor and head of the 
chemistry department. A t 
Doane he also was faculty rep- 
resentative on the NCAA Ath- 
letic Committee, chairman of 
the admission committee for 
athletic events, business mana- 
ger of the a Cappella choir 
tours and secretary of the Ne- 
braska Association of Church 
Colleges. 

While at K-State before. Dr. 
Silker was faculty sponsor of 
Phi Lambda Upsllon. honorary 
chemistry fraternity. and 
chairman of the College sec- 
tion of the American 
Society. 

Dr. Silker also is a

"Why do students fail to pass the Eng- 
lish Proficiency Examination?" is one of 
the most frequent questions asked con- 
cerning English Proficiency. 

Some students fail to pass English 
Proficiency because they do not take 
time enough to write an acceptable 
paper. Other students fail because they 
worry until they cannot write a passing 
paper. A large number of students fail 
because they are Inadequately prepared 
in English. 

There are procedures for students who 
have failed to follow. The careless stu- 
dent can't take time to write an 
able paper. Conferences with a 
of the Administrative Committee for 
English Proficiency will usually make it 
possible for the student who worries to 
overcome his handicap. 

Thefe is a hard task ahead for the stu- 
dent who is inadequately prepared. A 
student who has failed in English Pro- 
ficiency may have conferences concern- 
ing his paper. If a student desires to do 
so, he may write essays for critticism or 
try to overcome deficiencies in grammar, 
punctuation, diction or spelling. Help Is 
offered to a student; he Is not required to 
accept it. 

If a student fails to pass English Pro- 
ficiency twice, he Is required to take Sub- 
freshman English (Remedial) before he 
is eligible to take the English Proficiency 
Examination at third time. Students are 
fortunate that Remedial English is avail- 
able for them. It offers an excellent op- 
to overcome deficiencies in

The W5.0OO represents abouH

Third Raise In Year 

Civil service employees, in 
general, have been granted 10 
percent Increases July. 194": 
5 percent. January 1. 194K: 
and now 8.6 percent this July 
1, Jones said. 

Several weeks ago the State 
Civil Service Board ordered all 
state agencies to increase sal- 
aries of classified employees by 
10 percent. Shortly thereafter 
the board rescinded its man- 
datory order and made It per- 
missive. 

A full 10 percent Increase 
would have cost the College 
about 199,000 rather than ttv> 
$85,000 as actually granted 
under the permissive ruling t 
the Civil Service Board. 

All classified employees at 
the bottom step of their pay 
ranges, were granted the two 
S percent Increases. Increases 
recently granted College fac- 
ulty members for the fiscal 
year averaged 7.2 percent.

Farmers Ailing Chickens Diagnosed 
by College Bacteriology Department

"Hey, Doc, what's the 
matter with my chickens? 
Last night they were all- 
right, and this morning 
they're dying off like 
files!" This Is a routine 
question asked dally of 
Dr. L. E Brwin, of the 
bacteriology department. 
Few people realze the 
complicated procedure In- 
volved in the simple an- 
mailed out to the 



down precedure. A drop of 
blood is placed on a glass plate, 
and some antigen added. The 
latter Is a commercial prepara- 
tion to stimulate production of 
antibodies by the body which 
fight disease. If the blood 
tends to clump then the bird 
Is positive for Pullorum dis- 
ease. If the blood fails to 
clump the reaction Is negative. 
The latter Is about the most 
serious menace to the floek 
owners In 
Dr. 



rainbow-like color reations of 
the sugar tubes narrow the 
cause to a single choice. AS 
much as three days time is 
taken up by the last two steps. 



Many symptoms of 
are very much alike. Also fre- 
quently the birds will harbor 
more than one disease. Dr. Er- 
win Is now ready to venture 
forth with his diagnosis A 
short letter Is mailed out to 
the flock owner naming the 




up dirty old crates 
arrive each day directed to Dr.

The 
problem Is simple— which of 
over 100 odd diseases Infect 
the birds? Nailing down the 
specific cause is sometimes a 
lengthy and tedious process. 



An autopsy often contributes 
• clue which aids to identifica- 
tion. The abdomen is laid open 
■nd the vital organs are in- 
spected. Abnormal conditions 
of the heart, lungs, spleen or 
liver Is the object of the 
search. Any stogie or combina- 
tion of abnormalities may In- 
dicate a specific disease. An 
off color appearance, enlarge- 
ment or even deterioration of 
organs will accompany the 
presence of a disease organism. 
Visual tospecUon never settles 
the final diagnosis. 

Obtaining a sample of blond 



Next different organs of Hie 
chicken are drawn over culture 
medium plates. These plates 
contain food material upon 
which microorganisms grow. If 
they produce bacterial growth 
It Is transferred to Iron agar 
slants. A reddish nutrient ma- 
terial suspended In gelatin 
make-up the slants. They are 
placed to an incubator for 
twenty -four hours. Bacterial 
growth to the slants may pro- 
duce gas and force the ma- 
terial up In the tube. It may 
blacken or yellow the red agar 
material depending upon the 
type of organism. 

After the growth period in 
the Incubator the colonies of 
organisms are transferred to 
sugar broth tubes.

Case histories of birds that 
have passed through Dr. Er- 
wln s laboratory are quite In- 
teresting. Some chickens come 
into the department without a 
feather on their body. Did you 
ever see a chicken eight weeks 
old. with feathers on his legs 
and only three Inches in 
height? Or one that runs 
backward In circles with his 
head twisted upwards? All 
sorts of freaks and queer loos- 
ing birds are to be found in 
the cages of Dr. Erwln s labo- 
ratory. 

No Charge For Service 
Many farmers from all over 
Kansas and neighboring states 
send in diseased birds for di- 
agnosis. Also hatchery men who 
must maintain rigid standards 
under the National Poultry 
Improvement Plan use the 
service of the College: It's all 
for free, with no fee attached 
to the work performed. Dr. 
Erwln feels that Increased use 
of the facilities would aid 
greatly In reducing the disease

Within the past year 14 K- 
Stetere have been found guilty 
of cheating on exams by the 
student-faculty Committee on 
Dlsnonestsy, Three 
school students found 
cheating have been tried so far 
this summer. However, no stu- 
dent has been caught trying 
to cheat a second time, states 
Prof. Wilson Tripp, chairman 
of the committee. Case number 
20 was tried yesterday. 

Guilty students have not re- 
stricted their attempt* to 
cheat to any particul a r 
courses or to certain types 
of exams, the committee has 
found. They have been found 
using crib notes on essay ex- 
ams as well as true-false quiz- 
zes. 

The committee, Mr. Tripp 
points out. has a rule that 
a student's possession of crib 
notes shall be construed as an 
attempt to use them.

No uniform 
College policy as a guide for 
handling such cases existed. 

The teacher's part In cheat- 
ing cases is finished when he 
sends a written report of the 
offense and the student In- 
volved to the committee un- 
less It is eventually necessary 
to obtain more testimony from 
him. The committee sends a 
note to the student to appear 
for Inquiry. The name of the 
offending student la 
completely from thi 



committee are forwarded to A 
L. Pugsley. dean ot adminis- 
tration. In the report sent to 
Dean Pugsley are Included the 
Registrar's records of the stu- 
dent, Counseling Bureau rec- 
ords, the exam paper and crib 
notes used. Dean Pugsley no- 
tifies the student as to the 
committees findings — guilty 
or not guilty— and the pen- 
alty to be Invoked If the ver- 
dict was "guilty ", If the stu- 
dent desires, he may appeal his 
case to Dean Pugsley.

Defines 'Grad Student'*

(Since he came to Kansas State in 194S. Dr. 
Knmmerow. at hoc late professor of chemistry, 
has directed the senior problems of 13 chemis- 
try majors and the research and thesis work of 
10 students who have received or will receive 
M. S. or Ph. D. degrees In chemistry. This sum- 
mer he Is In charge of 10 graduate students, 
one of whom Is working for a doctorate.) 

It seems to me that the graduate stu- 
dent at K-State does not fit into the pic- 
ture described bv previous contributors 
to this column To me, the term "gradu-, 
ate student" represents a state of mind 
and not merely a piece of paper signify- 
ing that various requirements have been 
fulfilled. The term signifies a student 
with mental maturity and an under- 
standing of the world community. 

It is difficult to say when a student 
becomes a "graduate student." It is 
analvgous to driving a car out of the 
night and into the dawn. The change 
from night to dav is «o gradual that the 
best one can do is to consider the sun- 
rise the turning point. To a student, the 
turning point at which he can begin con- 
sidering himseH a "graduate" is the 
point at which he sees a purpose m going 
to school. ' 

A problem in the senior year is many 
times the point at which the student sees 
the light. For the first time in his career 
he Is on his own. His instructor knows 
and he knows when he finds himself. 
When a student voluntarily plans an ex- 
periment which compels him to come to 
Willard Hall at 3 a.m. night after night, 
as Bob Allen does, or forgets about his 
supper and stays at school until 7 p.m. 
tinkering with some apparatus, as 
George Potter does, the graduate status 
has been achieved. 

There is onlv one tragic note in the 
picture for all too many capable gradu- 
ate students -the facilities are too limit- 
ed all over the country. If he does not 
stay at this College to do graduate work, 
the best chance for the Kansas Stater is 
one of the Big 10 schools, and they are 
already overcrowded. 

The philsophy of a graduate student 
was recently well expressed in a state- 
ment by one of my students, Pat Ran- 
dolph: "If I had only had the point of 
view 1 have now when I was an under- 
graduate, look what I could have accom- 
plished!" With a smile she added, "The 
trouble is, you couldn't have told me 
that when I was a freshman here at 
K-State."

Calves Go for 
College Milk 

A 10-day old calf will drink 
35 pounds of milk dally (more 
than four gallons), according 
to experiments made here at 
the College. 

To find the most economical 
and best feeding methods for 
producing veal, P. C. Poun- 
talne of the college dairy hus- 
bandry department, recent! v 
had calves divided Into five 
groups for experimental feed- 
ing. Those that drank 35 
pounds a day were fed through 
nipples. 

Others were fed from buck- 
ets and one group nursed, two 
to a cow. They were given 
warm and cold skimmed mllX 
and "filled'' milk In the ex- 
periments. 



Pour teams of 
instructors from the College are 
more than half through with 
geological surveys of construc- 
tion materials In four 
counties, according to 
Frank fiyme, project chief.

Roliln "Tiny" Prather, 
All- American track star, 
didn't make the United 
State's Olympic squad but 
be did have the satisfac- 
tion or being called the 
"Fifth Beat Shot Putter In 
the World" according to 
Coach Ward Haylett and 
other U. S. Olympic coach- 
■ es at the tryuuts in Chica- 
go. 

All of the first ten shot 
putters at the tryouU would 
have placed at the Olympics 
In London. England. Prather, 
In placing fifth at the try- 
outs, missed breaking the world 
Olympic record by 1-16 of an 
Inch. 

Puchs of Yale University 
was the dark horse that came 
through in the shot put to 
beat Prather out of an Olym- 
lc berth. 

rather had previously beat- 
en Fuchs at the AAU meet 
the week before and at the 
NCAA meet three weeks In 
advance. 

Prather officially placed 
third over Fonvllle In the pre- 
liminaries. Although they tied 
at 53 feet and l 3-4 inches. 
Prather's second best toss had 
beaten Fonvllle'a second best. 

If preliminary placings would 
have remained In the finals. 
Prather would have been on 
the Olympic squad. As it was. 
he was on the squad for one 
day— the first day of the meet. 
All Better Than Usual 

All of the shot putters ex^ 
; nided themselves above their 
previous marks, Prather said. 
He added that he couldn't 
complain about his fifth place 
performance because he was 
near his top. 

Fonvllle, Prather said, waa 
nursing a bad back and didn't 
get as much workout as he 
should have had. He appeared 
to tie up when under the 
meet't terrific pressure. 

Wilbur Tompson from Los 
Angeles placed fifth in the 
preliminaries, but beat Fon- 
vllle and Prather In the finals 
to shove them Into fourth and 
fifth place respectively. 

Prather missed qualifying 
for the discus by four Inches. 
With 156 feet required for 
qualifying, Prather threw the 
discus 15S feet 7 and 3-4 
Inches. 

"Only One Bur Seven Athlete 
- The only Big Seven athlete 
to make the Olympic squad 
was Dick Ault from Missouri 
University. Ault squeezed In- 
to the finals in the 400 meter 
hurdles by a photo finish for 
third place. 

Ault again flashed to a pho- 
to finish In the hurdles in the 
finals. But this time It was 
for second place. 

The tryout had more ties In 
field events than had been 
expected In pie-meet calcu- 
lation.. The hop-skip-jump 
event was tied at first place 
with 8 feet and 3-16 inches. 
Prather tied Fonvllle for third 
In the preliminaries for third 
place. The broad jump was 
tied at second place - with a 
36 feet 2 and 1-2 Inches. High 
Jump and pole vault events 
ended In ties.

Get VA's OK for 
Flight Training 

A new rule by the Veterans 
Administration requires that 
any veteran who Plans to take 
the course, flight instruction 
I under the G. I. Bill of Rights 
must get special and individ- 
ual approval from the Veter- 
ans Administration before he 
can enroll, announces Dean A. 
L. Pugsley, chairman of the 
Veterans Affairs Committee. 
In addition the credit must be 
used as an elective toward his 
degree. This new rule Is a part 
of Public Law 862. passed by 
the 80th 



Provisions of Public Law 862 
prohibit expenditure of gov- 
ernment funds for courses 
avocational or recreational in 
character. 

Any veteran who plans to 
enroll for flight instruction I 
this fall must start procedures 
Immediately If he is to receive 
the required V. A. approval by 
enrollment time, Pugsley 
pointed out. These procedures 
require that the student's 
Dean must prescribe or recom- 
mend machine design 127, 
flight instruction I as an elec- 
tive for the curriculum In 
which the student Is enrolled. 

Forms available from the 
Veterans Service Office must 
be filled out by the student 
and his Dean indicating that 
the dean approves the course 
as an acceptable elective to- 
ward the degree and that the 
veteran has excess eligibility 
over that required for the de- 



The forms should be 
panted by a letter of Justifica- 
tion prepared by the veteran 
together with satisfactory evi- 
dence of physical fitness and 
should be sent to the Veterans 
Administration by the veteran. 

Veterans Interested In taking 
this course should report to the 
Veterans Service Office 'Room 
3. basement of Anderson Halli 
for complete information be- 
fore contacting the Veterans 
Administration for approval,

"I didn't like the With Congress and 
when I get out of college I'm going to do 
something about it," said a 24-year-old 
veteran. Thisstudent felt that as long as 
he was in college he was in an artificial 
protected environment apart from the 
real world.. Do we unintentionally create 
the feeling in students that life really be- 
gins after College — that they can't start 
living as citizens exercising their full 
rights — that while in college they should 
do as they arc told in class and out and 
not raise too many questions? 

Pace at Minnesota University made a 
survev showing less participation in civic 
affairs on the part of college graduates 
than by high school graduates. Is there 
something about the structure of our 
.curricula or extra-curricula that causes 
"students to take a four-year vacation 
from civic and political responsibility? 
What causes the deterioriation in moti- 
vation during the college years. 

Motivation usually deterioriates when 
there is little or no reward or delayed re- 
ward for acting in a certain way. Per- 
haps we need to look over our courses 
and extra-class program to see which 
lend themselves to group action, where 
participation pays off in good times, 
raised prestige, feelings of belongtngness, 
intellectual exercise of a creative nature, 
better government and government serv- 
ices for the individual, and a sense of 
making a contribution to group welfare.

Eisenhower to Go The Case of the 
Abroad This Fall Missing Petunias 



President Milton S. Eisen- 
hower has been desittnited dep- 
uty chairman of the United 
States delegation to the Gen- 
eral Conference of UNESCO, 
to be held at Beirut. Lebanon. 
October 18 to November 10. ac- 
cording to word received at the 
CoIIcrc from the Department 
of State this week. 

Accompanying Pres. Elsen- 
hower as his assistant will be 
Kenneth S. Davis, who has 
served as special assistant to 
the president for the yast year. 
Both men will attend a spe- 
cial meeting of representatives 
of national commissions for 
UNESCO, in Beirut October 15 
and 16. Eisenhower is chair- 
man of the U. S. National 
Commission for UNESCO. 

The delegation will sail on 
the Queen Elizabeth from New 
York and fly to Beirut from 
London. 

The General Conference Is 
the annual legislative mectlni: 
of official representatives of 
the 40 member nations of 
UNESCO. Chairman of the Am- 
erican delegation Is George V. 
Allen, Assistant Secretary of 
State for Public Affairs. Among 
the 10 representatives will be 
Luther Evans. Librarian of 
Congress; Mrs. Anne O'Hare 
McCormick of the New York 
Times; and Frank Capra the 
Hollywood motion picture di- 
rector.

Even the 
layman most removed from the building in" 
wouldn't expect a renovation qver night. K-Sta 
dents, alumni and friends have no right to 
same from the new grid staff. 

Oraliam came to K-State from Wichita University 
where he enjoyed a secure position. He left the school 
despite the pleadings and advice of its athletic council. 
He was directed toward the Manhattan job by two 
motives. The first, and probably foremost, was the 
chance to move into bigger time football. The second, 
and Just as important we think, was the desire to do 
something for the sad condition that existed at his 
alma mater. Coach Graham took a heavy load on his 
shoulders and fared a challenge.

It would certainly 
seem stupid to use three or four construction outfits 
to complete a building job. That is what we have to 
remember If we ever want to see the Wildcats coming 
hack into the football win column. To get football on 
Its feet, we are going to have to have a coaching staff 
working under the assurance of a tenure of at least a 
few years. 

Sauer went to K,U. and in one year had a winner. 
He had a better season the second year. We think that 
was an exceptional case and he had a lot of money help 
and returning material, K.U. is a richer school, alumni 
ways than we are. And then too, in the years preced- 
ing his reign. K.U. was winning at least part of its 
contests and during the war had the help of naval 
trainees. 

In 1948 K-State football hopes soared high. The 
situation wasn't too clearly analyzed and expectations 
were ungrounded.

Sam Francis took over and enjoyed the same suc- 
cess. Although organized outbursts of protest were 
absent, there were undercurrents of dissatisfaction. 
Unable to put across to the athletic council some of his 
plans for improving the football situation, Francis re- 
signed. 

Foundation Year 

Here we are to 1948 and Ralph Graham. This cor- 
ner is asking you to drop any illusion of an all-victor- 
ious season or even a 50-50 split in games. We know 
vou are tired of continually looking toward the future. 
But the fut urc here can get brighter only if we give a 
coach and his staff a chance of developing a team 
through n period of consecutive seasons. 

We think we have a coach here now who can win. 
He doesn't have the T formation craze. He plans to 
develop his. offense around the material and "°m_his 
observations he thinks the material is smgle-wing 
minded. He has confidence but not to the point , or 
being blind to conditions. He has done a ««gfl 
job of instilling that confidence into his players during 
the short spring practice weeks. 

They think they will win some games this season-
